It  must  be  remembered,  however,  that  vital  statistics, 
c c ^ ^ aixd  accurately  compiled,  are  substantial 

facts,  which,  when  rightly  interpreted,  convey  a 
very  accurate  idea  of  the  public  health  of  any  district  to 
which  they  relate;  and,  therefore,  are  worthy  of  careful 
perusal  by  those  wlio  are  responsible  for  the  welfare  of  the 
people  whose  vital  interests  they  represent.

'^I'he  period  for  which  Measles  has  been  notifiable  in  the 
Itoiough  of  Dover  comprises  eight  years,  the  facts  relating 
to  Vv'hich  are  ats  follows:  — 

IsMtihcation  was  determined  upon  because  for  the  five 
3'ears  prior  to  notification  it  was  found  that  Measles  was 
incrx'asing  in  malignancj^,  and  bringing  in  its  train  other 
deaths  registered  as  bronchitis  and  lung  diseases.  The 
disease  was  also  often  confounded  with  scarlet  fever, 
especially  when  no  doctor  was  called  in,  and  this  resulted 
in  errors  in  statistics  and  administration.  The  spread  of 
this  disease  in  schools  also  seriously  interfered  with  educa- 
tion. 

Further,  it  was  ascertained  that  Measles  led  to  the 
development  of  hereditary  predispositions,  and  educed 
e\^e,  lung,  and  other  troubles. 

Lastly,  the  cost  of  treatment  of  the  sick,  and 
the  funerals  of  tho'Se  slain  by  the  disease,  was  by  no  means 
an  inconsiderable  sum  when  considered  in  the  aggregate. 

The  evils  accruing  from  epidemics  of  measles  were, 
therefore',  not  only  clear  and  direct  in  their  fatal  results, 
but,  consequentially,  serious  and  far-reaching  in  the 
effects  on  human  life  and  development. 

The  following  results  have  been  obtained  since  the  noti- 
fication of  Measles  in  Dover:  — 

The  number  of  cases  reported  last  year  was  33,0  less 
tliaii  the  average  of  the  previous  seven  years  of  notifica- 
tion. The  case  mortality  was  0.67  per  cent,  last  year, 
against  an  average  of  2.30.  The  death-rate  per  1,000  of 
the  population  last  year  was  0.02,  against  an  average  of 
0.26  during  the  preceding  seven  years  of  notification  in 
Dover;  0.34,  the  average  of  the  corresponding  years  for 
England  and  Wales;  and  0.36,  the  rate  last  year  for 
fill  gland  and  Wales. 

tv  hen  compared  with  pre-notification  years,  the  satis-  “■ 
factorj^  results  are  more  conspicuous.  Thus,  the  rates  per 
1,000  of  the  population  in  Dover  during  the  epidemic  non- 
notification periods  were  as  follows  : Year  1890,  1.52; 

1893,  1.74;  1896,  1.67.  rn  1896  the  death-rate  from 
Measles  in  Dover  was  1.11  higher  than  that  for  England 
and  Wales. 

The  number  of  Scarlet  Fever  cases  notified  last  year  in  Scarlet  Fever, 
the  Joint  District  was  223,  64  of  which  occurred  in  the 
Borough  of  Dover,  42  in  Broadstaiirs  and  St.  Peter’s,  26 
in  Thanet  Eural,  15  East  Ashford,  14  Eastry,  12  Herne 
Bay,  11  each  in  Bridge  and  Cheriton,  9 Blean,  8 Dover 
Eural,  6 Hythe  Borough,  and  5 in  West  Ashford. 

Only  5 deaths  were  recorded,  2 occurring  in  Broadstairs, 
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and  1 each  in  Dover  Borough,  Chentoii,  and  Thanet  Liiral. 

Thej  preventive  measures  adopted  since  the  introcluction 
of  notihcation  have  been  followed  by  control  being  estab- 
lished over  this  once  formidable  scourge,  aiul  a great  5/ 
diminished  mortality.  A great  desideratum  in  our  equip- 
ment is  such  an  improvement  of  administration  at  on 
isolation  hospitals  as  shall  diminish  the  number  ot  return 
(‘ases,  and  also  the  oocurrence  of  post-scarlatinal

Seven  cases  terminated  fatally,  2 each  of  the  deaths 
occurring  in  Thanet  ajiid  4V"est  Ashford,,  and  1 ea.(  h in 
Dover  Borough,  East  Ashford,  and  Herne  Bay.

A large  correspondence  has  had  to  be  maintained  diiiing 
the  year,  and  numerous  visits  made,  both  separately  and 
111  conjunction  with  the  Various  Sanitary  Inspectors ; and 
this  work,  with  the  attendance  of  the  meetings  ot  the 
different  Councils,  has  absorbed  a considerable  amount  ot

WnterSupply.  Durins’  the  year  107  samples  of  water  were  analysed,  oo 

of  which  were  found  to  be  safe  for  drinking  purposes,  and 

39  so  contaminated  as  to  be  unsafe  for  use. 

The  Brida-e  and  Eastrv  Districts  now  possess  an  avail- 
able source^of  water  by  arrangeiment  with  the  public 
supplies  of  IMargate  Corporation  and  the  East  IVent  and 
Mid  Kent  Water  Companies,  and  the  Bast  and  West 
Ashford  Districts  have  their  provisional  arrangement 
whereby  nie  supply  of  the  Mid  Kent  Water  Company  is 
rendered  available.  The  District  of  Elham  can  also  be 
supplied  from  the  Elham  Yalley  Water  Company. 

Considering  the  drought  with  which  the  current  year 
a9051  has  commenced,  the  above  public  supplies  wilE be 
found  a great  boon  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  Districts  thus 
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provided  for. 

Under  the  Housing*  of  the  Working*  Classes  Act  53 
dwellings  have  been  reported  upon  as  being  unfit  for  classes'^Act^ 
human  habitation. 

I nder  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act  the  premises  Factory  and 
winch  could  be  interpreted  as  Workshops  have  been  W^kshop 
periodically  inspected,  and  any  defects  found  dealt  with. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  have  to  recoi'd  that  the  East  Kent 
Combined  District  continues  to  present  a satisfactory 
standard  of  the  public  health,  when  contraisted  with  either 
past  records,  or  the  statistics  for  either  the  whole  of 
England  and  Wales,  or  the  strictly  rural  portion  of  the 
country.  This  is  shown  in  a convenient  form  in  the  table 
following  this  introduction. 

vSclnx)!  influence  as  a.  chief  factor  in  the  dissemination  Sanitary  Ar- 
of  epidemic  distmse  has  year  after  year  been  noted  and 
commented  upon,  and  although  this  influence  is  mainly 
due  to  the  results  arising  from  coiitact  of  the  healtiiy  witii 
infected  children,  the  condition  of  the  schools  in  respect 
to  space,  ventilation,  light,  and  out-oflice  accommodation 
has  not  approached  that  ideal  of  perfection  which  it  is 
desirable  to  cultivate. 

The  school,  as  a centre  of  education,  is  capable  of  becom- 
ing an  agent  in  the  diflusion  of  knowledge  concerning  the 
elementary  principles  of  hygiene,  and  the  County  Council 
has  recently  made  a step  in  advance  by  appointing  a 
special  officer  to  inquire  into  and  report  upon  this  question. 

This  officer  will  find  that  much  has  been  done  to  improve 
the  sanitaiw  condition  of  the  out-office  accommodation  in 
that  part  of  East  Kent  represented  by  the  Joint 
(himmittee. 

In  drawing  attention  to  the  following  Tables  arranged 
for  reference  bv  the  Local  Government  Board,  it  is  gratify- 
ing to' know  that  the  results  exhibited  continue  to  indicate 
that  the  efforts  made  in  the  cause  of  preventive  medicine, 
aided  bv  the  difl'erent  Councils  concerned,  have  not  been 
without  corresponding  good  results;  and  it  is  hoped  that 
further  continued  eflorts  will  be  marie  to  achieve  a stiM 
more  successful  combat  in  tlici  future  campaign  against 
preventible  si(‘kness  and  mortality.

During  tLe  year  1904  tke  number  of  births  registered 
in  the  Dlean  llural  District  was  150,  the  total  deaths 
occurring  in  the  District  during  the  same  period  being 
117. 


Lpon  an  estimated  population  of  7,110,  the  birth-rate 
was  equal  to  21.9,  and  the  total  death-rate  to  16.4  per 
1,000;  tJie  net  death-rate  (i.e.,  after  correction  for  deaths 
in  Public  Institutions)  being  13.6  per  1,000. 

Idle  net  number  of  deaths  was  97,  of  which  2 were  due 
to  diphtheria,  4 influenza,  1 diarrhcFa,  1 enteritis,  1 septic 
disease,  9 phthisis,  2 other  tubercular  disease,  6 cancer,  2 
bronchitis,  7 pneumonia,  1 other  disease  of  the  respiratory 
organs,  1 cirrhosis  of  liver,  2 premature  birth,  1 parturi- 
tion, 19  heart  disease,  (>  accident  and  32  to  old  age  and 
other  causes. 


The  death-rate  from  the  Chief  Epidemic  Diseases  was 
eijiial  to  0.42  per  1,000  of  the  population,  and  that  from 
the  Aotihable  Diseases  to  0.28. 


The  dilferent  ages  at  which  death  occurred  were  as 
follows:  Twelve  died  at  under  1 year  of  age;  seven  at  1 
and  under  5 ; three  at  5 and  under  15 ; three  at  15  and 
under  25  ; thirty  at  25  and  undei'  65  ; and  forty-two  at  ()5 
yeai's  and  upwards. 

Infant  Mortality  was  equal  to  83.3  per  1,000  births 
registered  during  the  year,  calculated  on  the  total  deaths 
under  one  year  of  age. 

Under  the  Xotification  Act  21  cases  of  infectious 
sickness  were  reported,  9 of  which  were  referred  to  scarlet 
fever,  8 diphtheriai,  2 enteric  fever,  and  2 to  erysipelas. 

With  regard  to  the  nine  cases  of  vScarlet  Fever,  the  first 
was  notified  at  Blean  in  February,  the  patient  being  a 
(diild,  who  fell  ill  on  the  day  of  her  arrival  from  the  Mid- 
lands; and,  during  the  same  month,  two  children  in  a 
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family  at  Heme  failed,  one  of  whom  had  been  suffering 
some  days  before  iiotificatioii,  as  she  was  found  to  be  in 
tlie  desquamating  stage  of  the  malady. 

In  May  a,  boy  at  Tyler  Hill  failed,  with  no  clear  history 
of  exposure  to  any  previous  case.  In  October  four  boys  in 
an  Institution  at  St.  Thomas’s  Hill  were  notified,  whose 
illness  may  have  been  derived  trom  some  slight 
and  unrecognised  cases  in  the  neighbourhood ; and  the 
ninth  patient  was  a school-girl,  living  on  premises  at 
Broomheld  where  insanitary  conditions  were  found  to 
exist. 

Of  the  eight  cases  of  diphtheria,  two  were  notified  in  Diphtheria. 
J aiiuary,  among  a family  living  on  insanitary  premises  at 
Chislet.  In  February  a school-boy  at  Eddington  failed, 
with  a history  of  having  played  near  a cesspool.  In  July, 
two  children  in  a family  at  Tyler  Hill,  who  had  been 
exposed  to  insanitary  conditions,  were  notified.  In  August, 
a young  woman  at  Sturry,  who  had  been  hop-picking, 
failed  with  the  disease.  Two  cases  were  notihed 
ill  December : one  patient,  at  Seasalter,  belonged  to  a 
family  in  which  there  had  just  previously  been  illness  of 
a suspicious  character,  and  had,  in  addition,  been  exposed 
to  insaiiiitary  conditions ; and  the  other  patient  was  a child 
at  Swaleclih;,  with  no  dehnite  history  of  exposure  to 
infection. 

Of  the  two  sutferers  from  Enteric  Fever,  one  was  a young  Enteric  Fever 
man  at  Bullockstone,  living  on  premises  where  the  water 
supply  was  found  on  analysis  to  be  polluted  ; and  the  other 
was  a man  at  Swaleclilf,  who  had  been  working  on  refuse 
at  a brickheld,  and  living  on  premises  with  defective 
means  for  the  disposal  of  sewage,  and  a polluted  water 
supply. 

In  addition  to  the  usual  measures  adopted  for  dealing  Action  Taken, 
with  the  dilfereiit  outbreaks  of  disease,  general  inspections 
vere  made  of  the  District  from  time  to  time,  and  action 
taken  Avith  regard  to  the  various  defects  found.  Amongst 
otlier  matters,  the  following  report  was  made  to  the 
(Council,  with  regard  to  the  method  of  sewage  disposal  for 
Herne  Parish  : 

In  pursuance  of  your  instructions  to  report  oii  the  Report. re 
subject  of  a petition  presented  by  inhabitants  in  the  Parish  complafnt. 
of  Herne  to  the  Local  Government  Board,  I beg  to  say 
that  on  visiting  the  District  on  April  15th  I found  the 
cesspool-exhauster  at  work  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Surveyor.  Further,  the  Surveyor  informed  me  that 
nearly  all  the  requests  made  to  empty  cesspools  had  been 
complied  with,  and  what  remained  to  be  done  in  this  direc- 
tion would  soon  be  completed

“ Tlio  Clerk  lias  also  iiifornied  me  that  the  Bleali 
Council  has  rescinded  the  resolution  to  discontinue  the 
use  of  the  oesspool- exhauster. 

“ Under  the  circumstances,  it  appears  only  necessary  to 
refer  very  briefly  to  the  subject.  In  the  first  place,  the 
desirability  of  establishing  a complete  sewerage  scheme 
in  the  parish  of  Herne  has  been  recognised  by  the  Council, 
and  plans  for  this  purpose  have  also  been  prepared  and 
submitted  for  consideration. 

“ Before  determining  upon  any  scheme,  the  Council  had 
tO'  face  twO/ difficulties  : First,  the  cost  involved;  and, 
second,  the  inability  to  find  a suitable  outfall  for  the  final 
and  satisfactory  disposal  of  the  sewage.  Until  these 
questions  could  be  solved,  the  Council  provided  a cesspool- 
exhauster,  in  order  to  prevent  as  far  as  possible  serious 
nuisances  arising  from  full  and  overflowing  cesspools ; 
the  exhauster  in  question  being  utilized  not  only  for  the 
parish  of  lleriie,  but  also  in  other  parts  of  the  Blean 
Histrict. 

“ Tire  cost  of  the  work  amounts  to  about  per  day, 
and  cost  last  year  nearly  £290,  the  charge  for  Herne  alone 
being  £129  2s.  8d.  This  sum  would  go  some  wav  towards 
repayment  of  principal  and  interest  on  the  cost  of 
sewerage  works ; but  at  present  I understand  the  Herne 
Parish  Council,  as  representing  the  inhabitants,  will  be 
content  if  the  cesspool-exhauster  is  continued  lo  be  used 
as  now  resumed  by  the  District  Council. 

“ This  tentative  measure  appears  to  be  the  best  one  that 
can  be  adopted  until  the  District  Camncil  can  decide  upon 
a partial  or  comprehensive  sewerage  scheme  for  the  Parish 
of  Herne. 

“ The  cjuestion,  however,  of  adopting  a water-carriage 
system  will  have  finally  to  be  determined  by  the  District, 
and  not  the  Parish,  Council.  That  some  sewerage  scheme 
will  sooner  or  later  have  to  be  adopted  is  already  recog- 
nized by  the  District  Council,  in  order  to  provide  the 
safest  means  for  disposal  of  the  sewage  of  the  inhabitants.'’ 

Attention  was  also^  drawn  to  the  urgent  necessity  for 
dealing  with  the  sewer  outfall  from  the  Workhouse ; so 
the  Council  decided  to'  employ  an  engineer  expert  to  re- 
port on  the  matter. 

The  importance  of  making  better  provision  for  the  dis- 
posal of  the  Beltinge  sewage  w'as  also  brought  forward, 
especially  in  viev"  of  the  increased  population  of  this 
locality,  and  the  probable  further  increase  in  the  future. 
It  is  a matter  for  consideration  whether  a compreliensive 
scheme  of  sewerage  might  not  be  carried  out  for  dealing 
Avith  this  neighbourhood,  in  conjunction  Acith  the  Work- 
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lions©  and  the  rest  of  Herne. 

I'lie  Parish  of  Herne  is  a wide  one,  but  the  localities 
above  referred  to  require  coiisideratiou  at  the  present 
time : The  W orkhouse,  becanse  the  present  outfall  from 
this  Institution  places  the  water-supply  of  lierne  Bay  in 
jeopardy ; Beltinge,  becaiuse  of  tne  Convalescent  Homes 
and  other  new  buildings,  already  occupied,  with  further 
prospective  development  of  land  for  building  purposes  in 
this  neighbourhiood ; and  Herne  Street,  because  of  the  sub- 
soil pollution  now  going  on  oy  the  use  of  old  wells,  for  the 
disposal  of  sewage,  aiul  other  inal-arrangenients  for  excre- 
ment and  slop- water  disposal,  nearly  lialf  the -houses  being 
drained  into  disused  wells. 

With  ^regard  to  the  sewage  of  Eddington,  this  place 
could  either  be  considered  separately,  or  in  conjunction 
Avith  a comprehensiA"e  scheme  for  dealing  vdth  the  aboA^e- 
nientioned  localities. 


The  scheme  for^arrying  the  drainage  of  Forty  Acres,” 
St.  Stephen's,  into  the  seAverage  system  of  Canterbury 
has  been  adopted,  and,  the  AA-ork  will  iioaa'  soon  be  carried 
out.

During  the  year  81  samples  of  water  AA^ere  analysed,  10  Water  Supply, 
of  which  Avere  found  to  be  good,  19  bad,  a, ml  2 were  re- 
garded as  “ suspicious  AAnters.”

In  addition  to‘  the  inspection  of  workshops,  it  appears 
from  the  Inspector’s  report  that  28d  notices  were  issued 
to'  abate  nuisances,  which  were  complied  with  in  2T7 
cases ; 18  cesspools  were  built  or  repaired ; II2  w.c.’s  re- 
paired, and  41  provided ; 94  drains  were  relaid,  14  new 
drains  constructed,  and  3 disused  drains  destroyed ; 31 
open  drains  were  piped ; 1,094  cesspools  and  96  privy 
pits  were  emptied;  4 cases  of  overcrowding  were  abated; 
and  147  matters  of  a general  nature  attended  tn.  The 
privy  pails  and  house  refuse  are  now  collected  twice  a week 
in  the  villages  of  Sturry  and  Herne  ; the  cesspool  emptying 
is  now  being  carried  out  in  a systeniatic  and  thorough 
manner ; but  another  cart  is  needed. 

Tlie  number  of  Dairies,  Gowsheds,  and  Milkshops  on 
the  Eegister  is  55,  to  which  169  visits  were  paid  during 
the'  year.  Defects  were  found  by  inspectiori  in  26  cases, 
and  101  repairs  of  varied  nature  executed.

Euring  the  year  1904,  the  number  of  births  registered 
in  the  Bridge  Bural  District  was  248 ; the  total  deaths 
occurring  in  the  District,  during  the  same  period,  being 
256. 

Dpon  an  estimated  population  of  10,786,  the  birth-rate 
was  equal  to  23.0,  and  the  total  death-rate  to  23.7  per  cSh-^-ates^. 
1,000;  the  net  death-rate  (i.e.,  after  correction  for  deaths 
in  Chartham  Asylum)  being  14.1  per  1,000. 

The  net  number  of  deaths  was  152,  of  which  2 were  due  Net  Deaths, 
to  diphtheria,  1 influenza,  4 diarrhoea,  1 enteritis,  11  SSh^ 
phthisis,  3 other  tubercular  diseases,  13  cancer,  12  bron- 
chitis, 10  pneumonia,  1 pleurisy,  1 other  disease  of  the 
respiratory  organs,  2 cirrhosis  of  liver,  5 premature  birth, 

20  heart  disease,  3 accident,  2 suicide,  and  61  to  old  age 
and  other  causes. 

The  death-rate  from  the  Chief  Epidemic  Diseases  was  Death-^ates 
equal  to  0.55  per  1,000  of  the  population,  and  that  from 
the  Notifiable  Diseases  to  0.18. 

The  different  ages  at  which  death  occurred  were  as 
follows  : — Seventeen  died  at  under  1 year  of  age ; five  at  1 
and  under  5 ; four  at  5 and  under  15  ;four  at  15  and  under 
25 ; forty-four  at  25  and  under  65 ; and  seventy-eight 
at  65  years  and  upwards. 

Infant  Mortality  was  equal  to  68.5  per  1,000  births 
registered  during  the  year.

In  April,  at  Kingstone,  a boy  attending  Barham  School 
was  notified  ; and  in  June  a man  at  Chartham  was  found 
to  be  suffering  from  the  fever,  shortly  after  his  arrival 
from  Chester,  where  he  had  been  acting  in  the  capacity 
of  butler.  ^ 

In  September,  a boy  at  Chartham,  and  a girl  at  Har- 
bledown  were  notified,  both  of  whom  had  been  in  the  hop- 
gardens during  the  picking  season ; followed  at  the  be- 
ginning of  October  by  another  girl  at  Harbledown,  who 
had  also  been  in  the  hop-gardens  in  that  neighbourhood. 
At  the  end  of  October,  at  Kingstone,  a boy  who  had  been 
attending  Barham  School  was  notified ; and  at  the  end  of 
Becember  a boy  at  Petliam  was  notified  to  be  suffering 
from  the  fever,  with  no  history  of  contact  with  previous 
The  only  suspected  source  Avas  a suit  of  clothes, 
^orn  by  the  patient  for  the  first  time  a few  days  before 
his  attack. 

All  three  cases  of  Biphtheria  occurred  at  Bridge  in 
August.  Two  of  the  patients  were  children  belonging 
to  a family  Ihdng  on  premises  where  insanitary  condi- 
tions of  a serious  nature  were  found  to  exist.  They  were 
notified  the  dav  after  their  return  home  from  a three 

fc'  

days’  Ausit  to  the  seaside.  The  third  sufferer  AA^as  a 
cousin  of  these  patients,  who  had  played  Avith  them,  and 
thus  been  in  direct  contact  with  infection. 

The  single  sufferer  from  Enteric  Fewer  Avas  a girl,  avIio 
was  notified  soon  after  her  arrival  at  Adisham  from  the 
Continent,  and  was  clearly  an  imported  case,  no  previous 
case  having  occurred  either  in  the  same  house  or  neigh- 
bourhood. 

In  addition  to  the  investigations  made  into  the  various 
outbreaks  of  infectious  disease,  and  the  action  taken  with 
regard  to  them,  inspections  of  the  District  were  made 
from  time  to  time  in  response  to  complaints  from  the  in- 
habitants. 

Amongst  other  matters,  the  outfall  from  the  Canter- 
bury Sewage  Works,  which  discharges  into  the  BAer 
Stour,  was  the  subject  of  complaint  by  the  residents  of 
Eordwich.  As,  however,  the  Avhole  system  of  the  puri- 
fication of  the  sewage  of  Canterbury  has  been  undergoing 
a complete  transformation,  some  unavoidable  discharge 
of  crude  scAvage  took  place  during  the  execution  of  the 
no’\^  AA^orks,  and,  therefore,  all  that  could  be  done  Avas  to 
adopt  measures  for  mitigation  of  the  nuisance. 

Barham,  a village  resorted  to  by  visitors  in  summer, 
is  capable  of  improvement,  and  now  that  a water-supply 
is  available  for  flushing  purposes,  there  need  be  no 
difficulty  in  providing  a system  of  sewerage  in  place  of 
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tlie  cesspool  method  now  in  vogue.  This  \vould,  at  any 
rate,  be  an  ehectual  remedy  for  the  complaints  made  from 
time  to  time  in  respect  of  this  locality. 

Bridge  is  another  village,  as  is  also  Littleboiirne,  which 
might  be  dealt  with  in  the  same  manner  by  works  of 
sewerage. 

Under  the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act,  4 
houses  were  reported  to  the  Council  as  being  unfit  for  classes  Act 
human  habitation.  Action  was  also  taken  before  the 
Justices  with  regard  to  4 houses  reported  under  the  same 
Act  in  1903,  in  order  to  enforce  the  Order  issued,  but 
disobeyed,  in  respect  to  closure  of  the  tenements. 

A report  was  made  on  the  damp  and  insanitary  condi- 
tion of  the  Lower  Hardres  School  premises. 

During  the  year  3 samples  of  water  were  analysed,  one 
of  which  was  found  to  be  unfit  for  drinking  purposes. 

The  Margate  Waterworks  at  Adisham,  in  conjunction 
with  the  East  and  Mid  Kent  Companies,  are  now  ready  to 
supply  a number  of  villages  in  the  District ; but  very  few 
people  have  as  yet  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity 
of  obtaining  their  water  from  these  sources.

The  net  number  of  deaths  was  83,  2 of  which  were  Net  Deaths, 
due  to  scarlet  fever,  2 enteritis,  13  phthisis,  3 other  tuber-  Causes  of 
cular  diseases,  7 cancer,  4 bronchitis,  8 pneumonia,  1 Death, 
pleurisy,  3 premature  birth,  5 heart  disease,  6 accidents, 
and  29  to  old  age  and  other  causes.

lAght  of  the  Scarlet  Fever  cases  occurred  during  the  Scarlet  Fever 
first  (juarter,  5 of  which  were  notified  in  February,  and 
3 in  March.  Two  of  these  suffc'erers  belonged  to  St. 
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Diphtheria. 


Mary's  Home,  and  one  to  the  Victoria  Home ; two  others 
were  scholars  at  a private  school  in  which  there  had  pre- 
viously been  illness  of  a suspicious  character ; another 
two  were  scholars  at  kSt.  Peter’s  School,  and  the  eigditn 
was  a servant  girl,  who  failed  soon  after  visiting  a sister 
who  was  said  to  be  sulfering  from  measles  in  a neighbour- 
ing town. 

Huring  the  second  ciuarter  19  cases  were  notihed,  5 of 
which  occurred  in  a private  school,  and  the  remainder 
chiefly  amongst  the  scholars  of  St.  Peter’s  School.  The 
disease,  in  many  cases,  was  so  extremely  mild  in 
character  as  to  frequently  render  diagnosis  a difficult 
task ; and  the  extension  of  the  outbreak  from  the  prim- 
ary cases  was  in  a great  measure  due  to  the  fever  escap- 
ing* observation  until  the  peeling  stage  had  been  reached. 

Of  the  12  cases  notified  during  the  third  quater,  9 
occurred  in  J uly,  in  six  different  families,  8 of  these 
sufferers  being  children,  who  had  evidently  derived  their 
illness  from  the  introduction  of  the  fever  into  vSt.  Peter's 
School ; and  the  ninth  had  been  playing  with  one  of  the 
members  of  the  above-mentioned  families.  Of  the  re- 
maining d cases,  one  occurred  at  the  Yarrow  Home,  an- 
other at  the  Metropolitan  Home,  and  the  third  suherer 
was  a visitor. 

Of  the  three  sufferers  during  the  fourth  quarter,  one, 
at  the  beginning  of  October,  was  a child  at  the  Varrow 
Home;  another,  in  November,  was  a scholar  at  St.  Peter’s 
School;  and  the  third  case,  in  December,  occurred  in  a 
house  where  there  had  recently  been  illness  of  a sus- 
picious character. 

Of  the  total  number  of  Diphtheria  cases  notified  dur- 
ing the  year,  28  occurred  during  the  first  quarter.  The 
first  case  was  reported  on  January  18th,  the  patient  being 
an  inmate  of  the  Metropolitan  Home,  who  had  been 
admitted  to  that  Institution  on  Jlecember  14th,  IdOd,  as 
a convalescent  from  pneumonia.  On  February  2nd  two 
cases  were  reported  at  St.  Mary’s  Home ; followed,  dur- 
ing the  same  month,  by  four  cases  on  the  8th,  six  on  the 
9th,  seven  on  the  11th,  and  one  on  the  14th,  all  occurr- 
ing in  the  same  Institution.  A case  was  also  reported 
on  February  11th  at  St.  Peter’s  Home;  and  on  February 
21st  a sufferer  was  notified  in  a business  house  in  the 
town. 

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  the  manifestation  of  the 
disease  in  an  epidemic  form  was  confined  to  St.  .Mary  s 
Home.  This  establishment  was  original  desigiu'd  for 
file  reception  of  convalescent  diildren  only,  but  is  now 
used  as  an  Orphanage  also;  fhe  number  of  occupanfs 
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rano’ino*,  on  an  average,  from  150  in  winter  to  400  in  the 
siiminer. 

ilie  epidemic  in  question  broke  ont  among  the  con- 
Vcalescents  periodically  received  for  treatment  ancl  change 
of  air.  One  of  these  children  had  snfl'ered  from  Diph- 
theria before  being  sent  down  from  London,  and,  as  the 
snherers  notified  in  the  Home  had  been  in  contact  with 
this  child,  the  source  of  the  outbreak  could  easily  be 
accounted  for.  The  ages  of  the  children  attacked  ranged 
trom  three  to  eight  years;  but,  in  addition  to  the  child- 
ren, one  adult  (the  nurse  in  charge  of  the  patients)  con- 
tracted the  disease. 

As  a possible  agent  in  the  dissemination  of  the  malady 
it  may  be  useful  to  record  the  fact  that  a cat,  which  had 
been  fondled  by  some  of  the  children,  contracted  illness 
ot  a diphtheritic  character.  Cats  have  frequently  been 
found  to  contract  Diphtheria  when  they  have  been  in 
( ontact  V itli  person's  siitfering  from  the  disease,  and 
hence  the  necessity  of  guarding  against  such  animals 
oecoming  the  vehicles  of  infection. 

Of  the  remaining  five  cases  reported  during  the  year,  2 
occurred  at  the  Metropolitan  Home,  one  in  June  and 
tJie  other  in  November;  and  one  at  the  Victoria  Home  in 
'I  nly.  I he  other  two  cases  occurred  in  private  houses  ; 
one  patient,  in  June,  failed  a week  after  removing  from 
a house  where  insanitary  conditions  were  said  to  have 
existed  during  his  residence  therein:  and  the  other 
patient  was  a scholar  at  St.  Peter’s  Infants’  School,  with 
no  detinite  history  of  exposure  to  infection. 

One  of  the  three  sufferers  from  Enteric  Fever  failed  in  Enteric  Fever 
Alay,  several  days  after  a visit  to  another  town;  and  the 
other  two  patients— one  in  June,  and  the  other  in  Inly— - 

V ere  visitors,  who  had  evidently  contracted  the  disease 
hefore  arrival. 

ihe  usual  measnres  were  adopted  for  dealing  with 
various  cases  of  infectious  disease ; but,  in"^  addition 
special  attention  was  given  to  the  outbreak  of  diphtheria 
at  > t.  Mary  s Home.  Two  of  the  children  first  attacked 
at  this  Institution,  and  the  nurse,  were  sent  to  the  Joinl 
Isolation  Hospital,  and  the'  remainder  of  the  patients  were 
isolated  at  the  Home.  Ihe  suspicions  ” contacts  were 
all  separated  from  the  other  inmates,  and  remained  under 
(dvservation  until  they  were  found  to  be  free  from  in- 
ft'ction,  and  were  then  divspatched  to  then'  respective 
homes  in  London. 

Further,  specimens  were  submitted  for  bacterioscopical 
(*xam illation  so  as  to  secure,  as  far  as  possible,  evidence 
of  freedom  from  infection  before  discharge  of  the

It  is  obvious,  however,  from  the  experience  at  St. 
Mary’s  Home  that  Broadstairs  incurs  a great  risk  by 
reason  of  the  presence  of  Convalescent  Homes  in  the 
District;  consequently  the  utmost  care  ought  to  be  ex- 
ercised before  receiving  convalescents  at'  these  Institu- 
tions. 

Among  other  matters,  general  inspections  of  the  Dis- 
trict were  mad'e  from  time  to  time,  and  any  defects  found 
were  dealt  with. 

A report  was  made  respecting  the  rough  and  absorbent 
condition  of  the  inner  surface  of  the  walls  of  the  vSt. 
Peter’s  Girls’  and  Infants’  Schools,  and  pointing  out  the 
advisability  of  having  them  painted  or  coated  with 
cement  so  as  to  present  a smooth  surface,  and  one  capable 
of  being  regularly  washed. 

Attention  was  also  drawn  to  the  insanitary  condition 
of  back  passages  and  yards  of  various  premises  caused  by 
irregularity  of  surface  and  saturated  condition  of  soil. 

Under  the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act  two 
’houses  were  reported  as  being  unfit  for  human  habitation, 
and  two  other  dwellings  were  reported  as  being  in  need 
of  repairs.

74.  The  number  of  births  registered  has  been  corrected 
by  the  addition  of  the  births  occurring  in  the  Maternity 
Hospital  outside  the  Clieriton  boundary,  as  the  mothers  of 
these  infants  belonged  to  Clieriton. 

Epoii  an  estimated  population  of  7,898,  the  corrected 
birth-rate  was  equal  to  27.8,  and  the  total  death-rate  to  Death-rates. 
9.3  per  1,000;  the  net  death-rate  (i.e.,  after  correction  for 
Chartham  Asylum)  being  9.5. 

The  net  number  of  deaths  was  75,  of  which  1 was  due  Net  Deaths, 
to  measles,  1 scarlet  fever,  3 whooping  cough,  1 influenza, 

10  diarrhcea,  5 enteritis,  8 phthisis,  2 other  tubercular 
disease,  1 cancer,  4 bronchitis,  9 pneumonia,  1 other 
disease  of  the  respiratory  organs,  2 venereal  disease,  7 
premature  birth,  2 parturition,  5 heart  disease,  1 acci- 
dent, and  12  to  old  age  and  other  causes. 

The  death-rate  from  the  Chief  Epidemic  Diseases  was 
equal  to  1.89  per  1,000  of  the  population,  and  that  from 
the  Notifiable  Diseases  to  0.12. 

The  different  ages  at  which  death  occurred  were  as 
follows  : — Thirty-three  died  at  under  one  year  of  age  ; 
twelve  at  1 and  under  5 ; one  at  5 and  under  15 ; six  at 
15  and  under  25  ; fifteen  at  25  and  under  05  ; and  eight 
at  05  years  and  upwards. 

Infant  Mortality  was  equal  to  150.0  per  1,000  births 
registered  during  the  year. 

Tender  the  Notification  Act  10  cases  of  infectious  sick-  Notification 
ness  were  reported,  11  of  which  were  referred  to  scarlet  Act. 
fever,  3)  diphtheria,  and  2 to  erysipelas. 

Although  eleven  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  reported 
during  the  year  there  was  no  epidemic  prevalence  of  the 
disease  in  any  one  locality  or  at  any  particular  time.

May.  Xo  furtlier  cases  were  leported  until  tlie  begunning’ 
of  -Inly,  wlieii  two'  were  notified  in  tlie  desquamating  stage, 
iliese  were  followed  by  two  more  cases  in  the  same  month 
then  one  in  August,  two  in  September,  one  in  October, 
and  two  in  November  completed  the  series  for  the  year. 

Only  one  case  was  removed  to  Hospital,  the  remaining 
ten  being  treated  at  home. 

The  type  of  the  Fever  was  mild  in  every  case  but  the 
first,  which  was  malignant  in  character. 

The  three  cases  of  Hiphtheria  occurred  at  periods  far 
apart,  and  in  localities  remote  from  each  other.  Inere 
was  no  apparent  source  of  contagion.  The  only  feature 
worth  noting*  was,  that  there  had  been  on  a jDievious 
occasion  several  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  the  house 
where  one  of  the  cases  of  Diphtheria  was  notified. 

In  addition  to  the  notifiable  diseases  which  came  under 
observation,  measles,  whooping  cough,  and  inhuenza  were 
prevalent,  and  in  the  third  quarter  of  the  year  diarrhoea 
and  intestinal  diseases  also  prevailed. 

In  pursuance  of  the  instructions  of  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  to  include  in  the  annual  report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  a special  statement  of  the 
circumstances  concerning  the  undue  prevalence  of 
diarrhoea  in  the  Begistration  Sub-District  of  Folkestone, 
so  far  as  Cheriton  is  implicated  in  the  same,  I beg  to 
submit  the  following  particulars  which  I have  been  able 
to  gather. 

Of  the  52  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  registered  in  the  Folke- 
stone Sub-District  during  the  third  quarter,  only  five,  apari 
from  Shorncliffe  (lamp,  occurred  in  the  Cheriton  Turban 
District.  This  number  included  one  certified  as  epidemic 
enteritis.  The  deaths  all  occurred  at  under  one  year  of 
age.  Two  of  the  cases  occurred  in  the  same  house,  and 
the  remaining  three  in  separate  houses,  far  apart  from 
each  other. 

One  of  the  children  who  died  was  illegitimate,  the  re- 
mainder were  born  in  wedlock. 

One  of  the  children  was  breast-fed,  two  fed  on  cow’s 
milk,  one  on  condensed  milk  and  barley  water,  and  the 
other  was  partially  suckled. 

The  sanitary  arrangements  at  all  the  houses  invaded  by 
Diarrhoea  were  defective  in  one  or  more  of  the  following 
ways:  — Drains  defective,  w.c.’s  defective,  mica  inlet 
valves  broken  and  permitting  the  exit  of  sewer  air,  or  the 
summits  of  soil-pipe  ventilators  close  to  bedroom 
windows,  storage  of  milk  only  provided  for  by  cupboards 
in  living-room. 

Three  deaths  from  Diarrho^n  in  the  third  quarter  of 
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tlie  year  occiiiTed  in  the  Shornclilte  Camp,  the  major 
portion  of  whichi  is  situated  in  the  Cheriton  District. 

Soldiers'  wives  and  their  families  form  part  of  the  chan 
ing  resident  population,  and  there  is  more  or  less  com- 
munity of  intercourse  between  the'  Camp'  and  Cheriton. 

The  supply  of  water  for  the  inhabitants  of  Cheriton  is 
derived  from  the  Folkestone  Waterworks,  and  the  sewage 
of  Cheriton  is  discharged  into  the  Folkestone  sewerage 
system,  so  that  in  two  important  equipments  Cheriton 
and  Folkestone  have  a common  arrangement. 

(dieriton,  through  its  well-conducted  and  extensive 
laundries,  does  a great  part  of  the  dirty  linen  washing  of 
Folkestone,  but  care  is  exercised  in  dealing  with  soiled 
linen  suspected  of  being  infected  with  specific  micro Oes. 

Having  regard  to  the  fact  that  Diarrhoea  is  a filth  dis- 
ease,  as  graphically  described  in  the  classical  reports  of 
the  late  Sir  John  Simon,  and  since  confirmed  by 
numerous  observers,  it  is  only  necessary  to  refer  to  the 
conditions  attending  the  disposal  of  sewage  at  the  ditferent 
liouses  invaded  by  Diarrhoea  at  Cheriton  to  show  that  the 
sewers  were  the  chief  source  of  mischief,  and  to  conclude 
that  the  specific  microbes  of  Diarrhoea  found  their  exit 
from  the  sewers  at  such  proximit}^  to  the  houses  as  to 
lead  to  poisoning  of  the  atmosphere  of  the  same. 

Cholera,  enteric  fever,  and  diarrhoea  germs  multiply 
under  atmospheric  conditions  favourable  to  their  develop- 
ment, and  during  a dry  summer  the  sewers  lack  the 
cooling  and  cleansing  eifect  of  rainfall,  when  this  is  dim- 
inished, as  was  the  case  last  year  in  Cheriton. 

During  the  first  quarter  the  general  death-rate  was  Variation  of 
high,  whooping  cough  being  prevalent,  raising  the  rate  of 
infant  mortality.  Measles  was  prevalent  in  the  second 
quarter,  but  otherwise  the  District  was  healthy,  and  the 
death-rate  low. 

In  the  third  quarter  Diarrhrea  was  very  prevalent,  and 
the  death-rate  high  from  this  epidemic  disease.  In  the 
fourth  quarter  the  rates  of  mortality^ — ^general,  epidemic, 
and  infant-  were  all  low\ 

The  drainage  of  Horn  Street  into  the  Hytlie  System  of  Action  Taken 
sewerage  has  been  nearly  completed,  and  all  the  houses 
there  are  now  supplied  with  water  from  the  Folkestone 
Waterworks. 

The  insanitary  conditions  found  at  the  localities  where 
outbreaks  of  disease  arose,  have  either  been  de^^lt  with  or 
are  in  hand,  with  the  exception  of  the  objectionable 
positions  occupied  by  the' summits  of  the  soil-pipe  ventila- 
tors. 

Concerning  this  question  there  is  some  difficulty,  be-

cause  the  position  of  many  of  these  apertures  was  sanc- 
tioned by  a previous  Surveyor  when  the  plans  for  house- 
construction  were  submitted  for  approval.  The  term  in 
the  Bye  Laws  : “ Such  a position  as  to  altord  by  means 
of  the  open  end  of  such  soil-pipe  a safe  outlet  for  sewer 
air  has  been  so  widely  interpreted  as  to  lead,  in  many 
instances,  to  the  adoption  of  dangerously-placed  outlets. 
The  present  Surveyor  is  insisting  upon  tlie  outlets  being 
carried  to  the  ridges  of  the  roofs  away  from  windows  and 
chimney  summits.

From  the  Inspector’s  report  it  appears  that  4o()  clwell- 
ing-houses  were  inspected  during  the  year,  and  75  nuis- 
ances of  a general  character  abated.

In  the  report  for  1903  no  alteration  was  made  for  the 
Extension  of  the  Boroug'h,  whicli  did  not  tal^e  place  until 
the  end  of  the  year ; hut  the  following  report  relates  to 
the  whole  Borough  as  now  existing. 

During  the  year  1904,  the  number  of  births  registered  ^ Births, 
in  the  Borougli  of  Dover  was  1,110;  the  total  deaths 
occurring  in  the  Borough,  during  the  same  period,  being 


Upon  an  estimated  population  of  45,281,  the  birth-rate  Birth-rate, 
was  equal  to  24.5,  and  the  total  death-rate  to  13.0  perGrossandNet 
1,000  ; the  net  death-rate  (i.e.,  after  correction  tor  deaths  I^eath-rates.

21  diarrhoea,  11  enteritis,  2 erysipelas,  6 other  septic 
diseases,  37  phthisis,  22  other  tubercular  diseases,  45 
caiu'er,  52  bronchitis,  23  pneumonia,  1 pleurisy,  3 other 
diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs,  14  alcoholism  and 
cirrliosis  of  liver,  33  premature  birth,  73  heart  disease, 

20  accidents,  5 suicides,  1 beri-beri,  and  187  to  old  age 
and  other  causes. 


The  death-rate  from  the  chief  epidemic  diseases  was  Death-rates 
equal  to  0^88  per  1,000  of  the  popuiation,  and  that  from  Epidemic 
the  notifiable  diseases  to  0.31.  Diseases. 

The  diflerent  ages  at  which  death  occurred  were  as  Ages  at 
follows:  ^ 127  died  at  under  one  year  of  age;  42  at  one  Death, 
and  under  five  ; 21  at  five  and  under  fifteen  ; 33  at  fifteen 
and  under  twenty-five ; 172  at  twenty-five  and  under 

sixty-five-  and  186  at  sixty-five  years  and  upwards. 

Infant  mortality  was  equal  to  115.3  per  l,00u  births  Infant 
registered  during  the  year,  calculated  on  the  total  deaths 
under  one  year  of  age. 
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Under  tlie  Notification  Act  314  cases  of  infectious  sick- 
^ ‘ ness  were  reported,  60  of  whicli  were  referred  to 
diphtheria,  64  scarlet  fever,  16  enteric  fever,  1 pnerperai 
fever,  148  measles,  and  25  to  erysipelas. 

The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  sickness  reported  last 
year  was  409  less  than  the  average  of  the  preceding  7 
years.  With  the  exception  of  diphtheria,  erysipelas,  and 
enteric  fever,  this  reduction  applied  to  all  the  notifiable 
maladies.  Contrasted  with  the  previous  7 years,  there 
were  29  more  cases  than  the  average  of  diphtheria,  3 
above  the  average  of  enteric  fever,  and  2 above  the  average 
of  erysipelas.  There  was  a diminution  of  330  cases  of 
measles  against  the  average  of  the  previous  7 years  of 
notification,  108  of  scarlet  fever,  1 continued  fever,  and  1 
of  puerperal  fever. 

Measles.  Notwithstanding  the  large  reduction  in  the  number  of 
cases  of  measles  reported,  this  disease  still  held  the  lead 
amongst  the  epidemic  class  of  diseases  notified  last  year. 

With  regard  to  the  origin  and  distribution  of  the 
disease,  the  first  case  occurred  in  a private  school,  after 
return  from  the  Christmas  holidays,  and  this  was  followed 
by  13  other  cases  in  the  same  school.  The  disease  also 
appeared  in  a proprietary  establishment,  after  the  re- 
assembling of  the  scholars,  the  disease  being  probably 
introduced  from  Beckenham.  Fourteen  boarders  were 
attacked,  and  11  day-boys,  the  latter  conveying  the  disease 
to  other  members  of  their  respective  families. 

Five  cases  occurred  among  the  scholars  of  a proprietary 
school  for  girls. 

Twenty-nine  cases  occurred  among  the  children  atteiid- 
iug  Holv  Tfinity  Schools,  12  Charlton  Infants",  1 St. 
Mary’s  Infants’,  I Barton  Boad  Infants’,  and  1 amongst 
those  attending  St.  Bartholomew’s  Girls’  School. 

It  is  satisfactory,  however,  to  have  to  record  a case 
niortality  of  only  0.67  per  cent.,  against  an  average  of 
2.30  for  the  antecedent  seven  years.  The  death-rate  per 
1 000  of  the  population  from  measles  shows  a conspicuous 
decline  last  year,  there  being  only  one  death  recorded  from 
tlie  disease,  equal  to  a death-rate  of  0.02,  against  an 
average  of  0.26  during  the  previous  seven  years  of  notifica- 
" tion  in  Dover;  0.34,  the  average  of  the  corresponding 
years  for  England  and  Wales,  and  0.36  last  year  for 
England  and  Wales. 

The  rates  per  1,000  of  the  population  in  Dover  during 
epidemic  non-notification  periods  were  as  follow^s  : Year 
1890,  1.52;  1893,  1.74;  1896,  1.67.  In  1896  the  death- 
rate  from  measles  in  Dover  was  1.11  higher  than  that  for 
England  and  Wales, 
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Thus  it  will  be  seen  that,  notwithstanding  the  im- 
perfect equipment  for  giving  full  eifect  to  the  notification 
of  measles,  there  has  been,  up  to  the  present  time,  a sub- 
stantial return  for  the  cost  involved,  in  respect  to  a 
diminished  mortality,  when  contrasted  with  eitiier  pre- 
notificatioai  years  in  Dover,  or  with  England  and  Wales. 

The  notification  of  measles  is  productive  of  other  ad- 
vantages, such  as  tending  to  produce  greater  accuracy  in 
diagnosis,  and  lessening  the  necessity  tor  school  closure. 

Scarlet  fever  contributed  liT  cases  of  sickness,  with  a Scarlet  Fever, 
minimum  of  mortality,  only  one  death  being  recorded 
from  this  fever.  Compared  with  the  average  of  previous 
years,  there  was  a considerahle  reduction  in  the  number 
of  cases  reported,  and  the  disease  generally  was  mild  in 
character,  the  case  mortality  being  1.56  per  cent.,  and  the 
death-rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  0.02. 

Thirteen  of  tue  cases  occurred  among  the  scholars  at- 
tending Buckland  Schools,  7 St.  Bartholomew’s,  5 St. 

Mary’s,  5 Holy  Trinity,  4 Charlton,  2 St.  Martin’s,  1 
Christ  Church,  and  1 amongst  those  attending  St.  James’. 

The  chief  factor  in  the  distribution  of  the  disease  was 
school  influence,  which  is  almost  iin^ariahly  found  to  he 
the  case  in  epidemics  of  this  malady. 

The  60  cases  of  diphtheriai  were  29  above  the  average.  Diphtheria. 
The  case  mortality  was  13.3  per  cent.,  and  the  death-rate 
from  this  disease  equal  to  0.17  per  1,000  of  the  populatioii. 

Eighteen  of  the  cases  occurred  among  the  scholars  at- 
tending St.  Bartholomew’s  Schools,  5 Buckland,  4 Holy 
Trinity,  2 Chari  ton,  2 vSt.  Mary’s,  and  1 the  Homan 
Catholic  School.  Insanitary  conditions  were  found  to  be 
associated  with  many  of  the  cases ; and  school  influence, 
among  the  scholars  attending’  St.  Bartholomew’s  Schools, 
operated  in  the  dis>semination  of  the  malady  at  Tower 
Hamlets. 

A mouth-organ,  used  hy  several  children  after  beiim^ 
played  upon  by  an  infected  cliiTd,  appeared  the  vehicle 
by  whi(4i  the  disease  was  spread  in  two  families,  with  • 

fatal  results. 

Sixteen  cases  of  enteric'  fever  were  reported,  whic'h  Enteric  Fever 
number  was  a little  above  the  Dover  average.  The  case 
mortality  was  6.25  per  (‘ent.,  and  the  death-rate  0.02  per 
1,000  of  the  |)opulation.  Two  of  the  cases  occurred  in 
Februarv.  2 in  March.  1 each  in  June,  July  and  August. 

5 in  Septemher,  1 in  October,  and  3 in  December. 

The  first  of  the  two  cases  in  Eeliruary  was  that  of  a 
woman,  aged  39,  wlio  was  taken  ill  after  paifaking  of 
fried  fish,  to  which  she  attrihuted  her  illness.  There  was 
no  other  apparent  source  to  account  for  her  attack,  and 
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Action  Taken. 


in  confirmatory  evidence  of  the  fish  being  implicated,  1 
found  that  all  the  other  inmates  of  the  house  who  partook 
at  the  same  time  of  fish  derived  from  the  same  source 
suliered  from  diarrhcea.  The  other  case  in  February  was 
that  of  a man  who  had  been  exposed  to  sewer  air  at  the 
time  he  was  at  work. 

The  first  of  the  two  cases  which  occurred  in  March 
(‘oininenced  with  symptoms  of  ptomaine  poisoning,  after 
partaking  of  pork  which  was  said  to  have  had  an  unplea- 
sant odour,  and  in  this  instance  the  other  menihers  of  the 
family  who  partook  of  the  same  joint  sufi^ered  for  some 
time  from  similar  symptoms.  The  second  case  in  March 
had  heen  exposed  to  infection  derived  from  one  of  the  cases 
in  February. 

The  case  in  June  was  an  imported  one.  The  case  in 
July  was  that  of  a sailor,  landed  at  Dover  from  H.M.S. 
Hebe.  With  regard  to  the  case  in  August,  no  facts  could 
be  obtained  to  account  for  the  attack. 

With  reference  to  the  five  cases  in  September,  one  was 
that  of  a boy  who  hadi  drank  polluted  water  from  a pond 
in  the  country.  Two  others  occurred  in  a house  with 
sanitary  arrangements  so  faulty  as  to  permit  of  the  exit 
of  sewer  air  into  the  bedfooms  occupied  by  sufferers ; and 
the  other'  two  in  September  occurred  in  a family  after 
arrival  of  a sick  relative  from  Portsmouth. 

The  case  in  October  was  that  of  a man  whose  bed- 
room was  contaminated  with  sewer  air,  and  whose  illness 
at  the  onset  was  thought  to  be  enteric-infiuenza. 

Concerning  the  three  cases  in  December,  one  was  ill 
after  arrival  from  the  Continent;  anotlier,  which  com- 
menced with  influenza,  was  a doubtful  one,  and  the  third 
was  one  of  a series  of  four  which  occurred  in  gipsies’ 
vans,  three  belonging  to  the  report  for  1905. 

During  investigations  made  respecting  thei  various  out- 
breaks of  disease,  the  niOiiiy  insanitary  conditions  dis- 
covered were  deal!  with  in  the  usual  routine  of  work,  and 
the  cases  not  removed  to  hospital  were  kept  under 
espionage,  so  as  to  secure,  as  far  as  possible,  isolation 
of  the  infected  at  their  OAvn  homes. 

The  reA^'etations  made  during  inspections  of  the  borough 
show  that  many  of  the  drains  connected  with  the  old 
houses  are  defectiA^e,  and  systematic  inspection  is  neces- 
sarv,  in  order  to  asceitain  Avhere  the  Avorst  are  situated, 
and  to  deal  Avith  thes('  first,  as  quickly  as  time  and  oppor- 
i iinity  pei  niit.  Hi  ere  is  much  also  to  be  done  in  the  shape 
of  improAdno'  the  A^entilation  of  both  the  seAvers  and  private 
drains  throughout  tlu'  Porough,  and  the  details  of  this 
AA'Ork  require  very  careful  consideration^  so  that  the 
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remedies  propounded  and  adopted  may  not  ue  such  as  to 
produce  evils  which  were  intended  tO'  be  prevented. 

Under  the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act,  five  ^ 

houses  were  reported  as  untit  for  human  habitation,  classes  Act.^ 
these  were  closed  after  proceeding's  taken  by  the  Council. 

One  cellar  dwelling  was  also  reported  upon  as  unfit  for 
habitation,  and  closed  by  direction  of  the  Council. 

Five  samples  of  water  were'  analysed  during  the  year, 
all  of  which  were  found  to  be  safe  for  drinking  purposes.

In  addition,  a large  amount  of  work  was  carried  out  in 
connection  with  the  various  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease, 
and  265  dwellings,  24  schoolrooms,  and  5,406  infected 
articles  were  disinfected,  and  40  infected  articles  burned. 

POOD  INSPECTION. 

Under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  82  samples  were  sub- 
mitted to  the  Public  Analyst,  viz.,  of  milk  36,  butter  14, 
spirits  12,  coffee  8,  ice-cream  6,  and  margarine  6 ; the 
result  being  that  9 samples  of  milk  and  ice-cream  were 
found  to  be  adulteraited.  The  vendors  of  five  of  these 
samples  were  cautioned  by  order  of  the  General  Purposes 
Committee,  but  in  the  other  four  cases  the  adulteration 
was  not  sufficient  to  waiTant  any  action. 
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llie  Wholesale  Fishmarket  was  inspected  regulaily 
(lui  iiig  the  first  part  of  the  year,  aiid  daily  during  the  latter 
portion.  Hawkers’  harrows,  fishmongers’,  poulterers’, 
greengrocers’,  and  hutchers’  shops  were  also  kept  under 
observation,  a,  quantity  of  fish,  potatoes,  and  corned  beef 
being  destroyed  with  the  various  owners’  consent.

Ao  correction  was  made  last  year  for  the  Extension  of 
Dover  Borough,  which  did  not  take  place  until  the  end 
of  the  year,  but  the  following  report  relates  to  the  Dover 
Rural  District  as  now  existing.

The  net  number  of  deaths  was  78,  of  which  -)  were  due  Deaths, 
to  whooping  cough,  1 enteritis,  1 septic  disease,  5 phthisis.  Causes  of 
1 other  tubercular  disease,  0 cancer,  5 bronchitis,  4 pneu-  ’ 

monia,  1 pleurisy,  4 cirrhosis  of  liver,  4 premature  birth, 

7 heart  disease,  accident,  1 suicide,  and  27  to  old  age 
and  other  causes. 


The  death-rate  from  the  Chief  Epidemic  Diseases  was 
equal  to  0.48  per  1,000  of  the  population.  Ao  deaths 
were  registered  to  the  notifiable  class  of  diseases. 

The  different  ages  at  which  death  occurred  were  as 
follows  : — Thirteen  died  at  under  one  year  of  age  ; two 
at  1 and  under  5 ; two  at  5 and  under  15  ; two  at  15  and 
under  25 ; twenty-two  at  25  and  under  05  ; and  thirty- 
two  at  05  years  and  upwards.

Scarlet  Fever.  AVitll  regard  to  tlie  eigdit  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  one 
occurred  in  January,  at  Kearsney,  tlie  patient  being  a 
boy  with  no  definite  history  of  exposure  to  infection. 
In  March  three  cases  were  notihed  in  one  family  at 
Martin,  the  patients  being  mother  and  two  children ; from 
inquiry  it  is  probable  that  the  outbreak  was  due  to  the 
attendance  of  some  of  the  members  of  this  family  at  a 
school  in  an  adjoining  district.  Another  case  at  Martin 
was  also  notified  during  the  same  month,  the  infection 
being  evidently  derived  from  the  other  infected  family  in 
the  village,  as  the  mother  of  the  patient  had  been  acting 
as  nurse  in  this  household.  The  District  then  remained 
free  from  Scarlet  Fever  until  November,  when  three 
children  in  one  family  at  Kingsdown  failed,  the  infection 
being  probably  derived  from  some  previous  slight  and 
unrecognized  cases  in  the  neighbourhood. 

Diphtheria.  With  regard  to  the  two  cases  of  Diphtheria,  one 
occurred  in  April,  at  Whitfield,  and  the  other  in  Septem- 
ber, in  the  Parish  of  Alkhani,  both  patients  being 
women,  who  had  been  exposed  to  insanitary  conditions  at 
their  respective  dwellings. 

The  single  sufferer  from  Enteric  Fever  was  a woman 
living  on  premises  at  Pineham,  where  the  sanitary 
arrangements  were  found  to  be  defective. 

Measles.  Qf  the  nineteen  cases  of  Measles  notihed,  eleven 
occurred  at  Temple  Ewell  in  iune  and  July,  the  majority 
of  sufferers  being  school  children ; four  cases  were  re- 
ported at  Kingsdown  in  April  and  May,  three  of  the 
sufferers  being  members  of  a familv  Avho  had  recentlY 
come  from  a part  of  London  Avhere  Measles  had  been 
prevalent ; and  another  case  occurred  in  August,  the 
patient  being  also  a visitor,  aaTio  had  evidently  contracted 
the  malady  before  arrival.  The  remaining  three  cases 
occurred  at  St.  Margarets,  in  June. 

In  regard  to  the  other  Epidemic  Diseases  occurring 
during  the  year,  whooping  cough  Avas  prevalent  at 
Alkhani,  East  Langdon,  and  St.  Margaret’s;  and  Mumps 
at  East  Langdon  and  Lydden,  causing*  considerable  in- 
terference with  school  attendance. 

Action  Taken.  In  addition  to  the  usual  methods  adopted  for  dealing 
with  the  different  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease,  inspec- 
tions were  made  from  time  to  time  throughout  the  Dis- 
trict, and  action  taken  with  regard  to  the  A’arious  defects 
found. 

lispecial  attention  Avas  giAaui  to  the  Dairies  and  (Trvv- 
sheds,  and  steady  piogress  has  been  made  toAvards  bring- 
ing them  all  into  a satisfactoiy^  condition.

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Amon«*st  other  matters,  the  needs  of  the  iiicreasinp^ 
population  of  Kingsdown,  especially  with  regard  to  sew- 
age disposal,  have  received  attention.  As  the  populations 
of  places  like  Kingsdown  and  St.  Margaret’s  gradually 
increase,  so  do  the  difhculties  of  satisfactorily  dealing 
with  the  sanitation  of  such  places  also  heconie  greater, 
more  especially  when  houses  are  built  on  plots  of  land  too 
small  to  enable  the  cesspools  to  he  constructed  at  a safe 
distance  from  the  dwellings. 

Under  the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act  two 
dwellings  were  reported  as  being  unfit  for  human  habi- 
tation. A report  was  also  made  on  the  defective  sanitary 
arrangements  of  certain  property  at  Eingwold,  which  de- 
fects were  subsequently  dealt  with. 

Three  samples  of  water  were  analysed  during  the  year, 
all  of  which  were  found  to  he  safe  for  drinking  purposes.

Prom  tlie  Inspector’s  report  it  appears  that,  in  addition 
/o  the  Inspection  of  AVorkshops,  the  work  of  specially 
vdsitinji’  the  Dairies  and  Cowsheds,  begun  in  the  previous 
year,  was  completed,  with  the  lesiilt  that  alterations  and 
improvements  were  required  in  21  rases,  and  carried  out 
in  19  cases,  and  that  in  the  remaining  2 instances  the 
businesses  were  abandoned. 

Idle  requirements  embraced  the  cleansing  of  premises: 
the  better  drainage  of  buildings,  and  the  supply  of  moi(' 
ventilation  and  light;  the  supply  of  pure  water,  and  the 
closing  of  polluted  ponds. 

A isits  to  the  bakehouses  and  slaughter-houses,  etc., 
were  also  made  from  time  to  time. 

AA^ith  regard  to  drainage,  alterations  to  drains  were 
made  in  4 cases ; o overflowing  cesspools  were  dealt  with ; 
o privy-vaults  coiiA^erted  into  either  earth — or  watei' — 
closets ; and  nianv  other  nuisances  of  a minor  character 
dealt  with. 

The  matters  relating  to  the  disinfection  of  premises, 
.dothing,  etc.,  were  also  dealt  with  by  the  Inspector.

of  his  children,  and'  also  a hoy  in  another  family  in  the 
same  locality. 

At  the  end  of  July  a o’irl  in  another  family  at  AYiiles- 
horo’  was  notified,  followed  at  intervals  by  two  other 
members  of  this  family. 

In  regard  to  these  nine  cases  it  was  evident  that  the 
onthreak  arose  from  school  attendance,  and  it  was  found 
that  some  of  the  children  affected  had  been  attending 
this  school  whilst  in  the  peeling  stage  of  the  malady. 

At  the  end  of  August  a school -boy  at  Aldington  failed, 
and  on  enquiry  it  was  found  that  another  member  of  this 
family  had  been  working  on  infected  premises. 

In  Xovernber,  a little  girl  living  at  Aylesford  Green 
failed,  with  no  histoiy-  of  exposure  to  any  previous  case 
of  the  fever ; but  insanitary  conditions  were  found  to 
exist  on  the  premises  where  she  resided. 

With  regard  to  the  17  cases  of  Diphtheria,  two  cases 
occurred  in  January  in  a family  at  Warehorne  in  which 
there  had  been  four  cases  of  the  disease  in  December, 
1903. 

In  April,  four  children  in  a family  at  Willesboro’  were 
notified,  with  a History  of  school  attendance  in  a town 
where  Diphtheria  has  recently  been  prevalent,  and  an 
additional  history  of  having  been  in  contact  with  a visitor 
from  London,  suffering  from  illness  of  a suspicious 
character. 

In  J line,  a boy  who  had  been  attending  school  in  the 
above-mentioned  town  was  notified  at  Ham  Street,  and 
during  ihe  same  month  a school-girl  at  Willesboro',  who 
had  received  visits  from  children  who  had  been  suffering 
from  sore  throats,  failed;  and  at  the  beginning'  of  July 
a case  was  notified  at  Sevington,  the  infection  being  pro- 
bably derived  from  a sick  child,  who  had  been  attending 
Wilfesboro’  School. 

In  October,  a boj'  at  Ivennington,  living  on  premises 
where  insanitary  conditions  were  found  to  exist,  failed : 
followed  in  the  middle  of  November  by  an  adult  inmate 
of  this  house,  and  at  the  end  of  the  month  by  a boy  in  an- 
other family  in  this  village,  who  had  been  brought  in 
(V)ntact  with  the  first  patient  of  the  three. 

Three  cases  occurred  at  Wye,  in  December,  one  patient 
being  an  adult,  who  had  been  exposed  to  insanitary  con- 
ditions, and  the  other  two  school-children.  During  the 
same  month  a child  failed  at  Snieeth,  with  no  definite 
history  of  exposure  to  infection,  but  a number  of  peo])le 
had  recently  called  at  the  house  in  connection  with  the 
father’s  duties, 
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With  reference  to  the  7 cases  of  Enteric  Fever, 
occurred  in  a family  at  Willesboro’ ; the  first  patient— -a 
little  girl — failed  at  the  end  of  July,  and  was  followed  in 
the  middle  of  August  by  her  father  and  mother.  Enquiry 
into  this  outbreak,  which  occurred  in  the  same  locality 
as  previous  outbreaks  of  this  disease,  showed  that  the 
sanitary  arrangements  of  the  premises  were  defective, 
and  that  complaint  had  been  made  of  an  adjacent  sewer 
ventilating  shaft,  and  of  the  road  gullies. 

In  September,  a young  man,  living  on  premises  at 
Chilham  where  a drain  had  become  blocked  up,  failed ; 
and  in  October  two  other  cases  were  notified,  one  patient, 
living  at  Wye,  having  recently  been  away  from  home, 
and  the  other  being  a nurse  at  the  Isolation  Hospital, 
who  had  evidently  contracted  the  disease  whilst  in  the 
execution  of  her  duties. 

The  seventh  patient,  who  failed  in  November,  was  a 
boy  at  Brabourne,  who  had  been  exposed  to  insanitary 
conditions,  and  who  had  been  drinking  water,  which,  on 
analysis,  was  found  to'  be  contaminated. 

The  single  case  of  Small-pox  was  reported  at  the  end  Small  Pox. 
of  September  at  Crundale,  the  patient  being  a man  who 
had  been  brought  in  contact  with  a number  of  hop- 
pickers. 

In  addition  to  the  adoption  of  the  usual  methods  for  Action  Taken 
dealing  with  the  various  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease, 
a full  report  was  made  respecting  the  condition  and  man- 
agement of  the  District  Isolation  Hospital,  and  sugges- 
tions were  made  whereby  that  Institution  might  be 
brought  to  a greater  state  of  efficiency. 

A report  was  also  made  respecting  the  defective  method 
of  sewage  disposal  at  Willesboro’  Leas,  and  a properly 
constructed  sewerage  system  was  recommended  for  that 
locality,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  an  adequate  water- 
supply,  and  a sufficient  fall  for  the  sewers  could  be  ob-

tained.  The  attention  of  thei  Council  was  also  drawn  to 
the  defects  in  drainage  at  Boughton  Leas,  and  to  the 
advisability  of  providing  proper  sewerage  works  for  Wye 
and  Kennington  as  soon  as  the  Mid  Kent  Company  was 
in  a position  to  lay  on  a public  water  supply  for  flushing 
purposes. 

The  general  sanitary  condition  of  Aldington  was  also 
enquired  into,  and  inspections  were  made  from  time  to 
time  throughout  the  District,  and  the  various  defects 
found  dealt  with. 

Hnder  the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act  two  Housing  of 
houses  were  reported  as  unfit  for  human  occupation.  ^ 

Two  houses  were  also  reported  as  being  overcrowded.

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From  the  Inspector’s  report  it  appears  that,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  Inspection  of  AV  orkshops,  and  the  action  taken 
with  regard  to  the  various  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease, 
which  latter  included  the  disinfection  of  34  houses  and 
61  parcels  of  bedding  and  clothing,  171  nuisances  were 
dealt  with,  made  up  as  follows : — 58  nuisances  from 
drainage ; 68  foul  ditches,  overflowing  cesspools,  etc. ; 
7 dirty  and  neglected  houses ; 6 cases  of  overcrowding ; 
10  from  the  village  sewerage ; 3 slaughter-houses ; and 
19  of  various  kinds. 

Material  improvements  were  made  in  the  ventilation 
and  flushing  of  the  Willesborough  sewers.  Improve- 
ments were  also  made  in  the  sewers  at  Kennington,  Mers- 
ham,  and  Ham  Street. 

The  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Slaughter  - houses  were 
frequently  inspected  during  the  year,  and'  action  taken 
with  regard  to  the  various  defects  found.

During  the  year  1904  the  number  of  births  registered 
in  the  Eastry  llural  District  was  303 ; the  total  deaths 
occurring  in  the  District  during  the  same  period  being  221. 

Upon  an  estmated  population  of  12,560  the  birth-rate 
was  equal  to  24.1,  and  the  total  death-rate  to  17.6  per 
1,000,  the  net  death-rate  (i.e.,  after  correction  for  deaths 
in  Public  Institutions)  being  15.2  per  1,000. 

The  net  number  of  deaths  was  192,  of  which  7 were  due 
to  whoopingcough,  1 diphtheria,  7 influenza,  2 enteritis, 
1 septic  disease,  14  phthisis,  7 other  tubercular  diseases,  15 
cancer,  11  bronchitis,  13  pneumonia,  2 other  diseases  of 
the  respiratory  organs,  1 venereal  disease,  5 premature 
birth,  33  heart  disease,  4 accident,  6 suicide,  and  63  to  old 
ao'e  and  other  causes.

The  death-rate  from  the  Chief  Epidemic  Diseases  was 
equal  to  0.63.  and  that  from  the  Notifiable  Diseases  to  0.08 
per  1,000  of  the  population. 

The  diflerent  ages  at  which  death  occurred  were  as 
follows : 37  died  at  under  one  year  of  age;  8 at  one  and 
under  five ; 5 at  five  and  under  fifteen ; 5 at  fifteen  and 
under  twenty-five;  57  at  twenty-five  aiiid  under  sixty-five ; 
and  80  at  sixty-five  years  and  upwards. 

Infant  Mortality  was  equal  to  122.1  per  1,000  births 
registered  during  the'  year. 

Under  the  Notification  Act  55  cases  of  infectious  sick- 
ness were  reparted,  32  of  which  were  referred  to  diphtheria, 
14  scarlet  fever,  2 puerperal  fever,  and  7 to  erysipelas. 

With  regard  to  the  14  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  3 were 
notified  in  a family  at  Woodnesborough  in  March,  the  out- 
break being  apparently  derived  from  some  infected  cloth- 
ing which  had  been  sent  to  the  house.  In  June  another 
boy  belonging  to  another  family  in  this  village  failed 
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wiili  the  fever,  and  in  August  two  children  belonging  to 
a family  who  had  arrived  in  the  Woodnesborough  district 
from  Staple  for  the  pea-picking  season  were  notified,  after 
having  been  brought  in  contact  with  two  sufferers  from 
illness  of  a,  suspicious  character. 

At  the  end  of  March  and  the  beginning  of  April  4 cases 
belonging  to  three  different  families  were  notified  at 
Wiiigham,  and  investigations  proved  that  there  had  pre- 
viously been  several  other  cases  of  illness  among  the 
children  of  this  village,  and  that  two  of  these  four  cases 
notified  were  at  first,  before  medical  advice  was  called  in, 
supposed  by  the  parents  to  be  measles. 

At  the  beginning  of  July  two  more  cases  occuned  at 
Wiiigham,  botli  sufferers  being  school  children,  who  pro- 
bably derived  infection  from  some  slight  and  unrecognised 
cases  of  the  fever;  and  in  September  a case  occurred  in  a 
family  residing  in  a caravan,  w’ho'  had  arrived  in  the 
District  for  the  hop-picking  season. 

The  last  case  was  notified  at  Eythome  in  August,  the 
patient  being  a girl,  who  feii  ill  on  the  day  of  her  arrival 
in  the  village  from  a neighbouring  town. 

With  respect  to  the  32  cases  of  diphtheria,  the  majority 
occurred  among  the  children  attending  Goodnestone 
School.  The  first  two  cases  w'ere  notified  at  the  end  of 
March  in  a family  at  Goodnestone,  and  enquiry  proved  that 
not  onlv  had  one  of  the  members  of  this  family,  who'  had 
been  attending  Goodnestone  School,  been  suffering  from 
sore  throat,  but  also  that  several  other  scholars  had  recently 
been  ill  with  the  same  symptom. 

These  two  cases  were  followed  by  one  in  April,  two  in 
May,  and  six  in  June,  among  families  in  connection  with 
the  same  school. 

At  the  end  of  S^eptember  the  disease  again  broke  out  in 
this  District,  two  cases  being  notified  at  Goodnestone  and 
Chillenden  respectively,  followed  by  two  in  October,  one 
in  I^ovember,  and  eight  in  December,  all  of  which  could 
be  traced  directly  or  indirectly  to  the  existence  of  pro- 
tracted infectiveness  among  the  children  attending  Good- 
nestone School. 

With  regard  to  the  other  eight  cases,  one  sufferer  was 
a hawker  at  the  Workhouse,  and  another  was  a woman  at 
Sh olden  both  failing  in  June,  with  no  definite  history  of 
exposure  to  infection.  In  November  a.  girl  at  Beties- 
hanger,  who  had  been  attending  Northbourne  School, 
where  there  had  recentlv  been  several  other  cases  of  sore 
throat  among  the  scholars,  was  notified ; followed  in 
December  by  another  child  living  in  the  same  row  of 
cottages.  Of  the  remaining  four  cases,  three  occurred  in

a family  at  Wingham  in  November  and  December,  tlie 
infection  being  derived  from  attendance  at  a school  where 
there  had  been  illness  of  an  infections  character  among  the 
children  ; and  the  fourth  sufferer^ was  a child  who  had 
associated  with  one  of  these  scholars. 

In  addition  to  the  usual  investigations  made  into  the 
several  outbreaks  of  epidemic  sickness,  the  outbreak  of 
diphtheria  in  connection  wdth  the  school  at  Goodnestone 
received  considerable  attention,  and  the  scholars  were  ex- 
imined  on  several  occasions,  with  the  view  of  detecting 
those  slight  cases  of  diphtheria  that  are  so  often  the  cause 
of  prolonged  outbreaks  of  this  disease.  Some  insanitary 
conditions  at  the  school  were  also  brought  to  the  notice  of 
the  Managers,  with  the  view  of  removing  ainy  local  con- 
dition at  the  school  likely  to  favour  the  spread  of  the 
epidemic. 

A complaint  made  by  the  Parish  Council  of  Woodnes- 
borough  in  respect  to  insanitary  conditions  in  the  village 
was  the  subject  of  enquiry  and  report  to  the  Council. 

Peport  was  also'  made  respecting  the  risk  of  pollution  of 
the  Sandwich  and  Eaistry  water  supply  by  an  overflowing 
cesspool  at  Beacon  Lane  Farm. 

Fifteen  samples  of  water  were  analysed  during  the  year, 
10  of  which  were  found  to  be  good,  and  5 to  be  so  polluted 
as  to  be  unsafe  for  drinking  purposes.

It  appears  from  the  Inspector’s  report  that,  in  addition 
to  the  Inspection  of  Workshops,  71  nuisances  were 
repoiled  and  abated ; 14  privies  were  converted  into  earth 
or  pail-closets,  and  3 into  water-closets.  The  various 
outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  entailed  a considerable 
amount  of  work  in  reigard  to  supervision  of  the  removal  of 
cases  to  hospital,  and  the  disinfection  of  infected  premises.

The  different  ages  at  which  deaths  occurred  were  as 
follows:  8 died  at  under  one  year  of  age;  4 at  one  and 
under  five ; 1 at  five  and  under  fifteen  ; 1 at  fifteen  and 
under  twenty-five  ; 21  at  twenty-five  and  under  sixty-five  : 
a]id  34  at  sixty-five  years  and  upwards. 

Infant  Mortality  was  equal  to  60.9  per  1,000  biidlis 
registered  during  the  year,  calculated  on  the  total  deaths 
under  one  year  of  age. 

Cnder  the  Notification  Act  6 cases  of  infectious 
sickness  were  reported,  2 of  which  were  referred  to  enteric 
fever,  1 diphtheria.,  1 puerperal  fever,  and  2 to  erysipelas. 
Enteric  Fever  The  two  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  were  reported  on  the 
8fh  and  13th  August  respectively.  One  occurred  at  the 
Workhouse,  the  other  at  a.  dairy  farm. 

The  case  at  the  Workhouse  was  that  of  a,  girl  taken  from 
the  (dttage  Homes  two  years  previous  to  her  attack  and 
emnloyed  in  the  wards  of  the  Workhouse.  vShe  was  undei 
medical  care  nearlv  three  weeks  before  being  notified.

I'he  ease  at  the  dairy  farm  was  described  as  mild  in 
character,  but  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  infected  honse 
was  bad,  and  calculated  to  be  likely  to  develope  this 
disease. 

The  single  case  of  diphtheria  occurred  at  Elham,  and  Diphtheria 
was  notified  on  Eebruary  12th.  Prior  toi  the  attack  a 
brother  from  Folkestone  arrived  home  suffering  from  sore 
throat.  Subsequent  to  this  man’s  arrival  other  inmates 
of  the  house  suffered  from  bad  throats,  in  addition  tO'  the 
case  notified  as  diphtheria.  The  Folkestone  case  proved 
to  be  the  starting-point  of  other  cases  of  sore  throat  in  the 
Aullage,  one  private  school,  in  addition  to  the  public  one, 
being  infected  therefrom. 

The  case  of  Enteric  Fever  at  the  dairy  farm  was  removed^^*^®’^^^^®“ 
to  Hospital.  The  cows  were  removed  to  another  farm,  and 
measures  taken  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and 
Milkshops  Order  to  prevent  any  contamination  of  the  milk 
supply.  The  owner  was  also  required  to  rectify  the  insani- 
tarv  conditions  on  the  premises. 

The  case  of  diphtheria^  was  removed  to  Hospital,  and  the 
pieventive  measures  taken  in  respect  to  the  case  notified 
were  extended  to  the  cases  of  throat  sickness. 

After  inspection  of  the  village  of  vSeillinge  with  the  In-  Report  to 
spector  of  Nuisances,  a report  was  made  to  the  Council  on  Council, 
defects  in  the  method  of  sewage  disposal  at  certain  pre- 
mises specified  in  the  report,  and  proceedingsi  were 
directed  to  be  taken  by  the  Council  in  respect  of  the  same.  „ 

Lyminge  is  a village  which  would  be  much  improved 
by  a system  of  sewerage.  New  houses  are  springing  up, 
and  a water-closet  system  is  being  introduced,  with  the 
provision  of  cesspools  for  the  reception  of  the  sewage.  The 
cost  of  emntying  the  cesspools  is  considerable,  and  this 
outlay  would  go  far  to.  if  not  wliolly,  cover  the  additional 
rate  required  for  sewerage  works. 

As  an  example  of  the  cost  incurred  in  emptying  cess- 
pools, one  owner  paid  £7  between  September,  190d,  and 
February,  1904,  for  emptying  the  cesspools  attached  to 
two  houses.  In  order  to  avoid  this  cost,  the  people,  in 
many  instances,  throw  the  slop-water  on  tO'  the  surface  of 
the  ground  near  their  dwelling's,  and  this  practice  gives 
rise  to  considerable  nuisance. 

Now  that  a public  water  supply,  provided  by  the  enter- 
prise of  a private  Company,  is  available,  there  is  not  the 
same  obiection  to  the  consfriiction  of  a system  of  sewerage 
that  formerly  existed. 

Elham  is  another  village  where  the  cesspool  system  is 
resorted  to  for  sewage  disposal.  Here  again  the  new 
waterworks  could  be  brought  into  requisition,  if  a sewerage 
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scheme  is  determined  upon  by  the  (Council. 

On  account  of  their  aittraictive  situation  as  srimmer, 
liealth  resorts,  boih  these  villages  would  increase  in  popu- 
larity if  put  into  an  up-to-date  sanitary  condition.  Build- 
ing would  be  stimulaited,  and  an  increase  in  the  rateable 
value  would  naturally  follow. 

Water  Five  samples  of  waiter  were  analysed  during  the  year, 
Analysis.  which  3 were  found  to  be  pure,  and  2 unsafe  for  drinking 
purposes. 

Honing  of  tender  the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act,  2 
Classes  Act.^  houses,  one  contarning  four  tenement  dwellings,  w^ere  re- 
ported as  unfit  for  human  habitation,  and  proceedings 
were  commenced  by  the  Council  for  closing  the  houses  in 
question.

During  the  year  1904  the  number  of  births  registered  in 
the  Herne  Bay  Urban  District  was  138;  the  total  deaths 
occurrinsr  in  the  District  during  the  same  period  being  92. 

Upon  an  estimated  population  of  7,613,  the  birth-rate 
was  e^qual  to  18.1,  and  the  totail  death-rate  to  12.0  per 
1,000;  the  net  death-rate  (i.e.,  after  correction  for  deaths 
in  Public  Institutions)  being  12.7  per  1,000. 

The  net  number  of  deaths  was  97,  of  which  -)  were  due 
to  measles,  1 enteric  fever,  2 influenza,  8 diarrhoea,  1 
enteritis,  1 septic  diseasei,  7 phthisis,  3 other  tubercular 
diseases,  8 cancer,  4 bronchitis,  7 pneumonia,  1 other 
disease  of  the  respiratory  organs,  2 alcoholism  and  cirrhosis 
of  liver,  1 premature  birth,  10  heart  disease,  3 accident,  3 
suicide,  and  32  to  old  age  and  other  causes. 

The  death-rate  from  the  Chief  Epidemic  Diseases  was 
equal  to  1.57  per  1,000  of  the  population,  and  that  from 
the  Hotiflable  Diseases  to  0.13. 

The  diflerent  ages  at  which  death  occurred  were  as 
follows:  16  died  at  under  one  year  of  age;  7 at  one  and 
under  five;  4 at  five  and  under  fifteen;  2 at  fifteen  and 
under  twenty-five;  38  at  twenty-five  and  under  sixty- 
five;  and  30  at  sixty- five  years  and  upwards. 

Infant  Mortality  was  equal  to  108.7  per  1,000  births 
registered  during  the  year,  calculated  on  the  total  deaths 
under  one  year  of  age. 

Under  the  Notification  Act  23  cases  of  infectious  sick- 
ness were  reported,  12  of  which  were  referred  to  scarlet 
fever,  6 enteric  fever,  2 diphtheria,  and  3 to  erysipelas. 

The  cases  of  scarlet  fever  reported  during  the  year  were 
too  few  in  number,  and  too  widely  distributed  in  respect 
to  time  and  locality,  to  indicate  any  serious  prevalence  of 
the  disease.  They  were  mild  in  type,  no  fatal  cases  being 
registered, 


gi 

As  tliro’wiiig  some  liglit  on  tlie  sources  of  the  cases  noti- 
fied, the  following  circumstances  came  under  observation 
during  inquiry  into  their  history. 

The  notification  of  the  first  was  dated  January  16th, 
but  was  received  only  on  the  29th,  the  Doctor  first  seeing 
the  case  on  December  28th,  1908.  This  was  a mild  case, 
said  never  to  have  peeled,  and  as  the  notification  was  de- 
layed, the  presumption  is  that  the  symptoms  presented 
were  such  as  to  render  the  diagnosis  difficult ; but,  never- 
theless, it  was  considered  expedient  to  keep  the  case  under 
observation,  in  the  interest  of  other  members  of  the  family 
and  the  public  at  large. 

The  second  case,  notified  on  January  24th,  occurred  at  a 
lodging-house  in  which  another  case  was  notified  on  April 
24th.  A case  was  also'  reported  in  this  house  on  April 
20th,  1903.  This  repetition  of  cases  in  the  same  house 
educed  a report  toi  the  District  Council,  of  which  the  fol- 
lowing is  an  extract : — 

‘‘  As  nearly  8 months  elapsed  between  the  discharge  of 
the  first  case  from  hospital  aiid  the  occurreaice  of  the  second 
case,  and  6 weeks  between  the  discharge  of  the  second  and 
the  occurrence  of  the  third,  the  cases  do  not  appear  to  be 
what  are  called  ‘ hospital  return  cases,'  or,  in  other  words, 
personal  infection  from  cases  sent  home  from  hospital. 

IVhetlier  any  clothing,  bedding,  or  household 
furniture  may  have  retained  infection  cannot  be  easily 
determined. 

As  the  infected  family  have  the  run  of  an  adjoining 
house,  used  as  a store  for  cycles  and  bath-chairs,  refresh- 
ment and  recreation  rooms,  it  is  possible  that  re-infection 
may  have  taken  place  from  infected  closets,  rooms,  or 
cycles,  etc.,  used  by  patrons  of  the  establishment,  such 
patrons  being  themselves  convalescent  from  fever. 

Another  source  may  have  been  a nurse  wffio  visited 
the  family  last  Monday. 

I have  already  advised  the  Sanitary  Inspector  as  to 
certain  precautions  to  be  adopted,  both  at  the  house  and 
the  adjoining  premises,  but  I w'ould  beg  to  recommend  the 
Committee  to  consider  the  desirability  of  providing  more 
efficient  disinfecting  appliances  than  are  at  present  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  especially  a steam 
disinfector,  such  as  Alliott  and  Paton’s,  or  Thresh’s. 
Purther,  a portable  spraying  apparatus  such  as  Dr.  Mac- 
kenzie’s, or  a more  recent  one  used  for  formalin,  would  be 
a useful  macLine  where  sulphurous  acid  cannot  be  em- 
ployed. 

‘‘  I think  that  the  Nurse  should  have  instructions  not  to 
visit  families  in  the  town,  for  fear  that  she  may,  ffither  in

lier  clothing  or  person,  convey  infection  into  households/^ 

TWo  cases  were  reported  in  another  house  on  the  19th 
and  29  th  of  April,  respectively.  There  was  no'  hi  story  of 
exposure  to  any  previous  case  of  the  fever,  and  at  the  time 
of  the  first  case  in  this  house  no  previous  case  had  been 
notified  in  the  District  since  January  24th.  The  house 
was  No.  3 in  a row  of  five.  Each  of  the  houses  is  pro^ 
vided  with  a separate  cesspool.  Three  of  these  cesspools 
were  full  and  overflowing  at  the  time  of  the  outbreak  of 
fever,  and  three  of  thei  house  drains  were  stopped,  one  of 
which  was  at  No.  3.  All  the  occupants  of  this  row  of 
houses  complained  of  stench  from  the  cesspools,  which  was 
described  as  intolerable  three  days  before  the  fever  was 
notified. 

The  next  case^  in  order  of  date  was  notified  on  June  27 th. 
This  was  a visitor’s  child,  brought  down  from  an  infected 
house  in  London  with  thei  hope  of  escaping  from  the  fever. 
On  the  same  day  the  case  was  notified  the  parents!  took 
the  patient  back  to'  London,  after  making  arrangements 
with  the  Railway  Company  for  isolation  during  the 
journey  and  providing  for  reception  by  the  Sanitaiy 
Authority  in  London. 

After  an  interval  of  nearly  three  months  another  case 
was  notified  on  September  19th  at  St.  Anne’si  Home.  The 
only  apparent  source  of  the  case  was  the  possibility  of  tw^o 
fresh  boys  being  infected,  these  boys  arriving  ati  the  Insti- 
tution four  days  beforei  the  boy  at  the  Home  was  reported. 

There  was  some  delay  in  receiving  the  notification  of 
the  next  case,  which  occurTed  on  October  1st.  The  patient 
was  the  sister  of  a child  who  had  scarlet  fever  in  London 
prior  to'  the  arrival  of  this  patient  at  Herne  Bay.  Insani- 
tary conditions  existed  at  the  lodging-house  wherein  she 
stayed,  but  her  mother  suspected  that  a long-haired  Aber- 
deen terrier  might  have  been  the  vehicle  of  infection,  as 
the  dog  in  question  was  a great  pet  of  both  children,  and 
accompanied  the  patient  to  Herne  Bay. 

A case  was  then  notified  on  October  9th  at  a cottage 
where  very  bad  insanitary  conditions  existed.  Subse- 
quently a case  was  notified  on  November  10th,  very  mild 
in  character,  and  without  any  history  asi  to  source. 

The  last  two'  cases  occurring  during  the  year 
were  notified  on  November  30th,  but  one  was  in  the  peeling 
stage  before  being  seen  by  the  Doctor.  No  history  could  be 
obtained  respecting  the  source  of  these  cases,  but  suspicion 
attached  to  the  school  attended  by  the  sufferers . 

The  first  case  of  Enteric  Fever,  notified  on  February 
19th,  was  imported  from  another  district,  where  the 
patient  had  drank  polluted  water.  The  second  case  was 
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reported  on  May  (itli,  tlie  patient  having  recentl}^  arrived 
at  Tleriie  Bay  to  work  as  assistajit  boatman.  During  fishing 
near  the  sewer  outfall  he  encountered  a very  bad  stench, 
and  retched,  in  consequence.  The  sufferer  also'  lodged  at 
a house  near  to  an  offensive  dyke.  No  other  facts  bearing 
on  the  cause  of  his  attack  could  be  ascertained. 

d^he  next  case  was  notified  on  May  loth,  and  no  history 
could  be  obtained  beyond  the  fact  that  illness  followed 
the  consumption  of  food  at  a public  supper,  whereat  other 
guests  who  participated  in  the  same  meal  were  also  unwell 
aftenvards,  though  not  for  any  length  of  time. 

Another  case  was  notified  on  July  14th,  the  patient 
being  a boy  who  was  in  the  habit  of  picking  up  cockles  at 
low  tide,  and  eating  them  raw.  Other  members  of  the 
family  partook  of  cockles  brought  home  by  him,  and  they 
also  suffered  from  sickness.  In  their  case  the  cockles  were 
cooked,  and  they  escaped  without  serious  illness. 

A case  was  notified  on  September  2nd,  and  the  only 
likely  history  of  its  source  was  the  fact  thaf  the  patient 
had  partaken  of  oysters  gathered  near  the  mouth  of  the 
sewer. 

The  last  case  was  reported  on  September  9th  at  a shop 
and  lodging-house,  where  nO'  insanitary  conditions  existed 
on  the  premises.  The  sufferer  himself  said  that  he  Fad 
been  made  sick  from  exposure  to'  emanations  from  ' 
slausditer-house  garbage,  to  which  he  aftributed  his  attack 
of  fever. 

In  respect  to  the  two  cases  of  diphtheria  notified,  one  Diphtheria, 
was  that  of  a girl  taken  ill  six  days  after  arrival  from 
(hoydoii  Infectious  Hospital,  wTerein  she  had  been  treated 
for  nine  weeks  for  an  attack  of  scarlet  fever.  The  other 
case  occurred  at  a house  where,  from  defects  in 
the  drainage  svstem,  sewer  air  had  entered  the  dwelling. 

The  usual  investigations  were  made  into  the  various  Action  Taken 
outbreaks  of  infectious  disease,  and  such  action  taken  in 
respect  to  the  same  as  was  capable  of  being  adopted. 

In  addition  to  the  above-mentioned  quotation  from  a 
report  on  a Scarlet  Fever  outbreak,  a report  was  made  on 
the  Beacon  Hill  Fstate,  in  respect  to  the  method  and  effi- 
ciency of  the  drainage  and  scavenging  arrangements  now 
in  vogue  on  the  Estate  in  question,  of  which  the  following 
is  a copy  : — 

“ The  Beacon  Hill  Estate  forms  part  of  an  Report  to 

area  of  124  acres  which  was  taken  from  the  Blean  Bural  Council 
District  in  1900  and  added  to  the  Urban  District  of  Heme^  eaconHili.) 
Bay. 

One  of  the  arguments  which  was  advanced  in  favour 
of  this  aTterafion  was  that  the  locality  was  likely  to  be

built  upon,  and  it  was  therefore  desirable  that  the  provi- 
sioii  for  sewerage  shonld  be  equal  to  the  system  adopteil 
m ileiue  Jiay ; otherwise  the  sanitary  reputation  of  Herne 
Hay  as  a watering-place  might  suffer  from  the  contiguity 
0±  pi  msaiiitary  locality.  ^ ^ 

Since  19^  tlie  following  roaids  have  been  set  out  on 
the  Beacon  Hill  Estate  : Beacon  Hill  Parade,  Beacon 
Avenue,  Sea  yew  Eoad,  Alma  Road,  Salisbury  Road, 
Road,  Hilboro'Ugh  Road,  and  Glen  Avenue. 

Ihe  numW  of  dwelling-houses  not  yet  drained  into 
smvers  is  <>4,  of  which  60  are  drained  into  cesspools.  Fifty- 
six  are  dealt  with  oii  the  water-carriage  system  for  both 
excrete  and  slop-water,  four  houses  are  provided  with  pail- 
c osets  tor  excreta  and  water-carriage  for  slop- water,  three 
ouses  have  ppl-closets  for  excreta,  but  no  system  for 
slop-water,  pid  one  house  has  a,  common  privy,  but  no 
system  for  slop- water. 

hr  eniptying  the  cesspools  is  carried  out  by 

the  tSuryeyor  on  application  from  the  tenants  of  the  Estate 
but  owing  to  the  water-logged  condition  of  tlie  siihso]! 
diiniig  the  exceptionally  wet  weather  last  year,  and  difh- 
cii  y of  .access  during  such  weather,  the  provision  for 
cleansing  has  been  unequal  to  the  demands  made,  and,  as 
a^  natural  consequence,  full  and  overflowing  cesspools  and 
s opped  drpns  have  been  the  results  of  this  arrangement, 
this  condition  of  things  hals  been  largely  duetto  the 
pirtace-vuter  finding  its  way  into  the  cesspools,  and  jias 
been  made  apparent  both  by  the  complaints  of  the  inhabi- 
tants and  disclosures  in  the  reports  of  the  Sanitarv 
Inspector. 


“ The  Urban  District  Coniicil  are  fully  alive  to  tlie 
SCI  ions  state  of  things  which  exists,  as  shown  in  their 
instrnctiqiis  in  the  preparation  of  plans  for*  dealing  with 
the  locality  in  question.  One  of  the  recent  plans  prepared 
by^the  Surveyor  is  appended  to  this  report. 

“ Althongh  the  present  report  deals  only  with  the 
Beacon  Hill  Estate,  it  has  to  be  borne  in  mind  that  the 
Herne  Bay  Urban  District  Council  will  have  to  incur  at 
some'  future  time  an  additional  outlay  for  dealing  with 
the  adjacent  area  which  adjoins  the  Bleau  Enral  District, 
and  where  possibly  a con]oint  scheme  of  sewerage  might 
not  only  he  desirable  hut  necessary  for  dealing  with  the 

outfall  otherwise  than  by  discharging  the  same  into  the 
sea. 


Beports  were  also  made  on  town  refuse  depots  and  cess- 
pool drainage  at  Wesf  Clifle. 

Four  samples  of  the  public  water  supply  were  analysed

Births.  During  the  year  1904  the  number  of  births  registered  in 
Gross  Deaths* the  Borough  of  Hythe  was  143 ; the  total  deaths  occurring 
in  the  borough  during  the  saane  period  being  85. 

Birth-rate.  Upon  an  estimated  population  of  5,950,  the  birth-rate 
Gross  and  Net  was  equal  to'  24.0,  and  the  total  death-rate  to  14.2  per 
Death-rates.  x^QOO;  the  net  death-rate  (i.e.,  after  correction  for  deaths 
in  Public  Institutions)  being  15.1  per  1,000. 

The  net  number  of  deaths  was  90,  of  which  1 was  due 
to  measles,  2 whooping  cough,  1 croup,  11  diarrhcea,  2 
enteritis,  1 puerperal  fever,  1 erysipelas,  9 phthisis,  4 other 
tubercular  diseases,  6 cancer,  5 bronchitis,  5 pneumonia,  1 
alcoholism.  T premature  birth,  9 heaid  disease,  3 accidents,, 
and  22  to  old  age  and  other  causes. 

The  death-rate  from  the  Chief  Epidemic  Diseases  was 
ec^ual  to  2.35  per  1,000  of  the  population,  and  that  from 
the  Isotihable  Diseases  tO'  0.33. 

The  different  ages  at  which  death  occurred  were  as 
follows : 25  died  at  under  one  year  of  age ; 7 at  one  and 
under  five;  2 at  five  and  under  fifteen;  2 at  fifteen  and 
under  twenty-hve ; 35  at  twenty-five  and  under  sixty-five  ; 
and  19  at  sixty-five  years  and  upwards. 

Infant  Mortality  was  equal  to  174.8  per  1,000  births- 
registered  during  the  year. 

Under  the  Notification  Act  14  cases  of  infectious  sick- 
ness were  reported,  6 of  which  were  referred  to  scarlet 
fever,  3 enteric  fever,  1 puerperal  fever,  and  4 to  erysipelas. 

The  six  cases  of  scarlet  fever  reported  last  year  occurred 
in  five  families.  The  first  patient  contracted  the  disease- 
outside  the  Boroug’h,  and  was  treated  at  home ; twelve 
weeks  after  this  case  was  notified  his  brother  was  reported 
and  isolated  in  the  Cheriton  Hospital.  The  third  case 
occurred  21  days  after  the  last  case  was  reported,  but  no 
history  could  be  obtained  as  to  the  source  from  which  the 
infection  was  derived.  The  fourth  case  was  imported 
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from  ilampsliire.  The  fifth  was  notified  in  the  peeling 
stage,  and  no  history  could  be  obtained  respecting  its 
origin.  The  sixth  case  was  that  of  a young  woman,  who 

visited  an  infected  family  in  Folkestone, 

In  respect  to  the  three  cases  of  Enteric  Fever,  there  was  Enteric  Fever 
no  history  of  origin  within  the  13oroug,h*  All  the  cases  , 
were  appacrently  contracted  whilst  the  sufferers  were  away 
from  home,  the  patients  returning  during  the  incubation 

period  of  the  disease.  n- 

Diarrhoea  was  most  prevalent  in  the  third  quarter  of  the  niarrnoea. 

veai’,  and  the  mortality  from  this  complaint  was 
high,  being  equal  to  6.0  per  r,000  per  annum  of  the 
population  during  this  period  of  its  prevalence.  Seven 
of  the  deaths  during  the  year  occurred  among  intants 
under  one  year  of  age,  2 at  one  and  under  five  years,  and 
2 at  upwards  of  sixty-five  years. 

The  organisms  which  irive  rise  to  diarrhoBa  aie 
propagated  in  unclean  soil  and  excretal  filth  under  atmos- 
pheric conditions  favourable  to  their  development;  and  it 
was  found  that  where  most  of  the  deaths  from  diarrhoea 
occurred  the  provision  for  food  storage  was  very  defective, 
and  consequently  the  food  was  liable  to  contamination 
from  various  sources  of  pollution. 

Milk,  the  chief  sustenance  of  children,  is  exposed  to 
various  polluting  agencies  during  the  time  of  its  collec- 
tion, distributon,  and  storage,  and  thus  the  staple  article 
of  infant  food  often  becomes  a fertile  source  of  sickness, 
instead  of  a sustainer  and  builder  up  of  life. 

There  is  need  of  improvement  in  the^  administration  of 
the  regulations  in  respect  to  the  Dairies  and  Cowsheds, 
both  within  and  without  the  Borough,  in  order  to  secure 

a milk  supply  free  from  all  impurity.  .mi 

In  anticipation  of  diarrhoeal  prevalence,  the  attention  Action  Take*. 

of  the  Council  was  called  in  July  to  the  desirability  of 
regularly  flushing  the  sewers,  watering  the  streets,  and 
otherwise  providing  for  a free  distribution  of  water  for 
cleansing  purposes.  ^ ^ 

Under  the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  -^ct,  ^^th^^WoHing 
houses  were  reported  upon  as  unfit  for  human  habitation.  ciaBsea  Act. 
Two  of  these  were  repaired  and  put  into  a habitable  state. 

In  respect  to  the  remaining  15,  proceedings  were  takeii 
before  the  Justices,  and  a closing  order  obtained.  The  last- 
nientioned  were  a row  of  houses  reported  in  1903,  but  as 
no  action  was  taken  they  were  reported  again  last  June. 

In  respect  to  the  water  supply,  a constant  seiwice  has  Water 
been  maintained  during  the  year,  and  the  Council  are 
promoting  a Bill  in  Parliament  for  providing  waterworks 
of  their  own,  so  as  to  be  independent  of  any  supply  from

During  the  year  1904  the  number  of  births  registered 
in  the  Thanet  Rural  District  was  252 ; the  total  deaths* 
occurring  in  the  District  during  the  same  period  being 
224. 

Upon  an  estimated  population  of  11,720,  the  birth-rate- 
was  equal  to  21.5,  and  the  total  death-rate  to  19.1  per 
1,000 ; the  net  death-rate  (i.e.,  after  correction  for  deaths 
in  Public  Institutions)  being  11.9. 

The  net  number  of  deaths  was  140,  of  which  1 was  due 
to  scarlet  fever,  1 whooping  cough,  1 diphtheria,  2 enteric 
fever,  1 influenza,  6 diarrhoea,  10  enteritis,  1 puerperal 
fever,  1 septic  disease,  5 phthisis,  4 other  tubercular  dis- 
eases, 7 cancer,  7 bronchitis,  11  pneumonia,  2 alcoholism 
and  cirrhosis  of  liver,  5 premature  birth,  20  heart  disease. 
7 accidents,  1 suicide,  and  47  to  old  age  and  other  causes.. 

The  death-rate  from  the  Chief  Epidemic  Diseases  was 
equal  to  0.98  per  1,000  of  the  population,  and  that  from 
the  iSrotifiable  Diseases  to  0.42. 

The  ditferent  ages  at  which  death  occurred  were  as 
follows ; — 36  died  at  under  one  year  of  age ; 10  at  one 
and  under  five ; 2 at  five  and  under  fifteen ; 8 at  fifteen 
and  under  twenty  - five ; 42  at  twenty  - five  and  under 
sixty-five  ; and  42  at  sixty-five  years  and  upwards. 

Infant  Mortality  was  equal  to  150.8  per  1,000  births 
registered  during  the  year,  calculated  on  the  total  deaths 
under  one  year  of  age. 

Under  the  Notification  Act  66  cases  of  infectious  sick- 
ness were  reported,  26  of  which  were  referred  to  scarlet 
fever,  19  diphtheria,  4 enteric  fever,  1 puerperal  fever, 
and  16  to  erysipelas. 

Seven  of  the  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  at  tlie^ 
Cottage  Homes  at  Manstone.  The  first  three  cases  ap- 
peared on  January  28th  and  February  5th,  a few  days 
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some  fresh  child reji,  who  were  suffer ing  from  sore 
loats,  were  received  from  llamsgate.  The  next  two 
cases  were  notified  on  March  6th  and  8th.  Another  boy 
vas  sent  from  the  Homes  to  the  Workhouse  Hospital  or, 
April  /^dth  for  observation,  and  there  notified  with  Scarlet 
tever.  This  boy  was  subsequently  sent  to'  the  Haine 
Hospital,  and  developed  diphtheria.  The  seventh  case

of  Scarlet  Fever  at  the  Homes  was  notified  on  Tune  iTtli 

iSine  cases  occurred  at  M^estgate : viz.,  2 in  March,  4 in 
April,  1 in  May,  1 in  July,  and  1 in  August.  The  inci- 
dence of  these  cases  was  due  to  a non-notified  child,  who 
had  been  attending  school  whilst  desquamating  after  an 
attack  of  the  fever. 

An  outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever,  involving  three  patients, 
occurred  in  a family  at  Minster,  and  was  due  to  a return 
case  from  the  infectious  hospital  at  TAest  Ham.  The 
return  case  was  a cousin,  who  visited  her  Minster  rela- 
tives four  days  before  the  outbreak  in  the  family 
occurred.  ' 

The  remaining  seven  cases  were  scattered,  and  were 
mild  in  character.  In  one  instance  the  fever  appeared 
four  days  after  the  patient  had  visited  a house  where  there 
were  cases  of  sore  throat : but  in  respect  to  the  others 
there  was  no  history  of  contact  with  previous  cases. 

Fleven  of  the  nineteen  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred  at 
the  Cottage  Hornes.^  The  first  three  cases  were  notified 
oa  April  24th  and  25th : the  next  five  in  May,  one  on  the 
14tli,  two  on  the  29th,  and  two  on  the  31st;  "two  more  on 
dune  1st,  and  one  on  duly  14tii,  the  last  case  beino’  c, 
recnidescence  of  one  of  the  two  reported  on  May  29th 
This  patient  was  admitted  to  Haine  Hospital  on  the  dav 
of  the  first  initification,  discharged  the  first  time  on  duly 
9th,  re-admitted  duly  13th,  and  discharged 
August  16th.

It  will  be  observed  tbat  tlie  two  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
notified  on  February  5tli  were  not  sent  to  tlie  Haine  Hos- 
jiital.  “ C.E.”  notified  with  Diplitlieria  and  sent  to  the 
Maine  Hospital  on  April  25tb  was  discliarged  on  Alay 
28tii,  and  placed  under  observation  on  account  of  des- 
quamation after  his  return..  He  was  notified  with  Scarlet 
Fever  on  June  11th.  “ F.M.”  notified  wdth  Scarlet  Fever 

on  June  17th  had  been  in  contact  with  ‘‘  C.E."  at  tlie 
Cottage  Homes. 

In  addition  to  the  cases  of  Hiphtheria  and  Scarlet  l ever 
notified,  Influenza  and  Chicken-pox  occurred  at  the 
Homes,  and  also  cases  of  sore  throat,  not  sufHcienily 
typical  of  either  Scarlet  Fever  or  ])iplitheria  to  enabhj 
any  decided  diagnosis  to  be  arrived  at  as  to  their  nature. 

An  examination  of  the  drains  of  the  Homes  revealed 
them  to  be  in  a very  faulty  condition,  and  this  was 
sufficient  to  account  for  some  of  the  obscure  cases  of  sore 
throat  occurring  among  children  exposed  to  a specihcallv 
infected  drain. 

Diphtheria.  With  regard  to  the  distribution  of  the  remaining  cases 
of  Diphtheria  in  the  District,  five  occurred  at  llirchington 
two  at  Westgate,  and  one  at  Minster.  Three  of  the  cases 
at  Birchington  had  been  in  contact  with  school  fellows 
suffering  from  sore  throat;  but  in  respect  of  the  other 
two  no  history  tO'  account  for  their  origin  could  be  traced. 
The  two  at  Westgate  were  both  imported  cases;  and  the 
patient  at  Minster  failed  after  the  return  of  his  brother 
from  the  Haine  Hospital,  the  other  members  of  the 
family  suffering  from  sore  throats  and  enlarged  glands, 
the  notified  case  becoming  ill  t^vvo  days  after  the  return 
of  his  above  mentioned  brother. 

Enteric  Fever  Two  of  the  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  occurrerl  at  Birchino’- 
ton.  In  one  instance  the  patient  had  been  exposed  to 
bad  sanitary  arrangements,  and  in  the  other  the  patient 
was  a cook  on  board  the  “ Crystal  Belle,”  of  AYliitstable.

During  the  year  1904  the  number  of  births  registered 
in  the  West  Ashford  Rural  District  was  170  ; the  total 
deaths  occurring  in  the  District  during  the  same  perioa 
being  107. 

Upon  an  estimated  population , of  7,G16,  the  birth-rate 
was  equal  to  22.3,  and  the  total  death-rate  to  14.0  per 
1,000;  the  net  death-rate  (i.e.,  after  correction  for  deaths 
in  Public  Institutions)  being  13.2  per  1,000. 

The  net  number  of  deaths  was  101,  of  which  2 were 
due  to  enteric  fever,  1 diarrhoea,  3 enteritis,  1 puerperal 
fever,  1 septic  disease,  7 iDhthisis,  2 other  tubercular  Gis- 
eases,  11  cancer,  0 bronchitis,  7 pneumonia,  1 other  dis- 
ease of  respiratory  organs,  0 premature  birth,  8 iieart 
disease,  1 accident,  and  44  to  old  age  and  other  causes. 

The  death-rate  from  the  Chief  Epidemic  Diseases  was 
equal  to  0.39  per  1,000  of  the  population ; that  from  the 
Notifiable  Diseases  being  also  at  the  same  figure. 

The  diherent  ages  at  which  death  occurred  were  as 
follows : — 18  died  at  under  one  year  of  age ; 3 at  yiie  and 
under  five ; 4 at  fifteen  and  under  twenty-five ; 29  at 
twenty-five  and  under  sixty-five;  and  47  at  sixty-five 
years  and  upwards. 

Infant  Mortality  was  equal  to  105.8  per  1,000  births 
registered  during  the  year. 

Under  the  Notification  Act  30  cases  of  infectious  sick- 
ness were  reported,  12  of  which  w'ere  referred  to  diph- 
theria, 5 scarlet  fever,  3 enteric  fever,  1 puerperal  fever, 
and  9 to  erysipelas. 

Three  of  the  five  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  in 
March,  viz.,  on  the  9th,  22nd,  and  30th  of  the  month. 
They  occurred  in  localities  widely  removed  from  each 
other,  and  there  was  no  history  of  contact  with  previous 
cases  of  the  fever.  Two  of  the  houses  wherein  the  disease 
occurred  were  damp  in  condition;  but  otherwise  the  san- 
itary arrangements  were  satisfactory  in  character.  .

Tlie  eleventli  case  occurred  in  October,  at  Betliersden, 
on  premises  where  the  most  tiaf^rant  insanitary  conditions 
were  found  to  exist,  and  close  to  a relative’s  house,  wnere 
some  time  previously  Diphtheria  had  occurred. 

The  twelfth  case  was  that  of  a hoy,  who  attended  the 
same  school  as  the  last  mentioned,  and  who  was  sent  home 
from  school  by  the  M.O.D . as  a suspicious  case,  beinsr 
subsequently  notified. 

With  reo’ard  to  the  cases  of  Enteric  Fever,  one  occurred 
at  Grreat  Chart  in  September.  Beyond  drinking  w^ater 
from  a stream  of  doubtful  character,  and'  visiting  a town 
where.  Enteric  Fever  prevailed,  no  history  could  be  ob- 
tained as  to  the  source  of  the  attack.  Another  case 
occurred  in  September,  the  suti'erer  being  an  old  man  of 
68,  who  had  been  sutfering  for  five  years  from  chronic  ill- 
ness. There  was  no  history  of  any  definite  cause  to  ae- 
coiint  for  the  occurrence  of  Enteric  Fever. 

The  third  and  only  other  case  of  Enteric  Fever  notified 
last  year  in  the  District  was  that  of  a boy  at  the  Indus 
trial  School,  at  Eingsnorth,  who  within  the  incubation 
period  of  the  fever  had  arrived  at  the  above-mentioned 
establishment. 

Following  the  various  inquiries  into  the  several  oiil- 
breaks  of  epidemie  illness,  nrecautions  were  taken  with  the 
object  of  exercising'  control  over  the  same,  and  thus  limit- 
ing the  incidence  of  the  outbreaks  to  the  several  localities 
where  they  appeared,  the  results  of  which  were  as  satis- 
factory as  could  be  expected  from  the  circumstances  under 
which  they  occurred. 

Insanitary  conditions  found  were  referred  t'o  the  Saiv 
itary  Inspector,  and  have  been  already  partially  deaF 
with.  Among  the  improvements  may  be  mentioned  the 
introduction  of  a S3^stem  of  drainage  for  the  schools  at 
Charing,  and  improvement  in  the  tlisposal  of  sewage  at 
Rmarden.  When  Bethersden  is  provided  with  a public 
water  supply  sewerage  works  can  be  constructed  for  the 
village,  which  needs  a safer  method  of  sewage  disposal 
than  that  at  present  existing. 

Difficulties  have  been  experienced  in  improving  saiiF' 
factorily  the  sewerage  of  Shadoxhurst  on  account  of  the 
inadequacy  of  the  resources  of  the  parish  to  meet  the 
expense  which  the  works  involve. 

Now  that  the  sewage  purification  works  at  Charing 
have  proved  successful,  similar  works  might  be  executed 
at  Great  Chart,  where  the  outfall  is  at  present  in  an  un-

Tn  addition  to  the  Inspection  of  Factories  and  Work- 
shops, the  Inspector’s  report ‘shows  that  254  letters  hearino 
upon  sanitary  matters  were  writteii ; 76  nuisances  were 
reported  to  the  Council,  respecting  which  4 final  notices 
were  served.  Ten  drains  laid  for  new  houses  were  in- 
spected; 15  old  house  drains  entirely  reconstructed:  re- 
pairs to  defective  drains  carried  out  in  18  cases ; 8 nrivy- 
vaults  converted  to  earth- closets ; and  in  56  cases  the 
alteration  or  cleansing  of  cesspools,  privies,  ashpits,  etc., 
were  executed.  Three  dirty  houses  were  cleansed ; 8 

cases  of  overcrowding  remedied ; 6 cases  of  the  improper 
keeping  of  animals  abated ; 8 bakehouses  limewaslieci  • 
and  22  rooms  disinfected  after  infectious  illness,  the 
patients  being  removed  to  hospital  under  the  personal 
supervision  of  the  Inspector. 

4Tie  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  Slaughter-houses,  and  Hop 
Huts  were  periodically  inspected^  and  any  defects  found 
remedied.
